Vienna, Mech 6.—Smugegling of 


food and other neeessities or luxu- 
Fies becomes a daily increasing 
scandal in this hungry city. 

As the crown approaches the dis- 
appearing point In value the opera- 
tions of these illicit or “left-hand” 

traders become bolder and more ex- 
tensive. It is the old story now 
that everything cap be bought for a 
price in Vienna. The only new 
phase is that the price goes up 
Gaily. While the city finds it dif- 
ficult to supply the bread ration cf 
a loaf of coarse black stuff, the 
componerts of which it would take 
a chemical analysis to determine, at 
nearly double the price of early au- 
tumn, white flour can be bought 
“by the left-Wand” at about 100 
crowns the kilo (of 2:20 pounds.) 

American and Argentine tinned 

corned beef can be had, but deliv- 
ered to one’s room it costs about 
80 or 90 crowns the pound. White 
leaf sugar from Czcho-Slovakia is 


available at a price that means 
about one weeks’ Wage of the aver- 

od office man or woman for a 

Venison, mutton chops, goose, 
duck and other meats are here. but 
they represent three figures of 
crowns for one portion of restau- 
ragts. Seventy thousand persons 
fought for 50,000 pounds of «alt 
meat at a market sale the other 
day. 

For such things as shoes to or- 
der, tailored clothing and similar 
things, the price is no longer quoted 
in crowns. The dealers charge in 
dollars, pounds sterling or francs, 
although this is illegal. They say 
they must pay in foreign money for 
materials and cannot sell in crowns. 
The correspondent bought a suit in 
October for 2,200 crowns. This week 
the same tailor asked the equivalent 
of 9,000 crowns in pounds sterling. 

In the shops price marks have 
been removed from articles. The 
whole retail trade is trying to ad- 
just prices to foreign exchange, and 
that fluctuates so rapidly. that each 
sale is calculated on the day’s quo- 
tation from Zurich (the Swiss franc 
rate governs local quotations.) 

When the passenger train service 
throughout the country was sus- 
pended for ten days the bills of fare 
in the restaurants and hotels fur- 
nished evidence of the extent of the 
smuggling business. Not only did 
most meats disappear, as well as 
green salads, but the prices went 
up correspondingly. Motor cars are 
acarce and gasoline government ccn- 
trolled, so even the accomplished! 
and resourceful smuggler found 
himself at loss. 

In the queues that formed in front 
of ticket offices when train serv- 
ice resumed it is said that by far 
the targest proportion of applicanis 
were smugglers anxious to reach 
the provinces and secure the top 
prices for fresh food supplies. How 
they evade the food control permits 
at provincial borders is not explain- 
ed. Only there remains the evident 
fact they do.

Is Coming Soon, 
Says U.S. Officer 


Washington, March ¢—Commer- 
cial air navigation is coming and 
the United States must prepare to 
meet that issue, declared Colonel 
William C. Hensley in a report to 
the air service, United States army, 
from Germany, where he is study- 
ing dirigibles. 

“Airships are now possible in any 
kind or condition of weather,” Col- 
orel Hensley wrote. “No weather 
condition, except a strong cross 
hangar wind, prevent the Bodensee, 
tne commercial air-liner built since 
the armistice by the Zeppelin Air- 
ship corporation.at Frederichshafen 
on Laké ConStancé, from making its 
daily flight (390 miles) to Staaken, 
13 miles from Berlin. 

“Because she flies between Ber- 
lin and the natural outlet to 
Switzerland, the accommodations 
are at a. premium. Bookings have 
been made four weeks in advance 
at 475 marks. 

“The design of the Bodensee is 
the latest in airships, so far ad- 
vanced over anything I have seen 
that one isded to express the opin- 
jon that in airship construction (and 
operation as well) all other coun- 
tries are mere ‘babes in the woods’ 
compared to the Germans. 

“Our airship construction and 
operation should be patterned after 
the most efficient system. There is 
no doubt in my mind that that sys- 
tem lies in Germany. 

“Commercial -. air navigation — is 
coming and we must meet that is- 
sue very soon. Let us be prepared 
to choose our course so that we 
shall make as few mistakes as pos- 
sible. The building up of the pres- 
ent small commercial enterprise in 
Germany has meant numerous 
heartbreaking experiences. 

“Millions of marks have been lost 
in the beginning and lives of mem- 
bers of crews have been lost, but 
let it be said to the eternal credit 
of the man with the fixed idea and 
of his subordinates that not a sin- 
gle passenger carried on a Zeppelin 
airship hag been injured or killed—~ 
and to date the total carried has 
reached the sum of 140,000. 

“This statement does not mean 
that casualties will not occur, Irre- 
sponsible boys can take airships in 
the air and bring them down in 
flames in the heart of a large city, 
or careless officers and men *may 
explode a dirigible on the grouna 
and burn a number of spectators, 
but we can at least conduct our 
service along scientific principles 
that can be obtained from an inti- 
mate study of the German methods 
and thus minimize the number of 
disasters. 

“America is by nature the chosen 
spot of all the world for commercial 
airship work; with her great ex- 
panse of territory within, with her 
far flung territories and insular 
possesions, with her commercial pos 
sibilities in Central and South 
America, with her centers of popu- 
lation disposed so as to require 
more rapid transport than yet in 
operation, with her push and energy 
that bids for supremacy in all 
things, with her supply of helium 
gas unequaled in all the world, 
should bid strong for that which 1s, 
unqgestionably, her way in the path 
of brogress.’

Washington, March 6.—Underly- 
ing all else in the thesis which is 
being put forward from one Brit- 
ish quarter at the present hour is 
the argument that the salvation of 
Europe economically must be found 
in the restoration of Germany, not 
within the frontiers fixed at Ver- 
salilles, but within the limits, so 
far as they can be attained, of 
1914. It is to such a work that 
the “liberals” of whom Maynard 
Keynes is a conspicuous spokesman, 
are inviting American co-operation, 
and the fundamental doctrine is that 
Germany must be preserved. 

But is there sufficient warrant 
for this argument to lead Ameri- 
cans to accept this British doc- 
trine blindly?

But how came Germany 
by these territories? To begin at 
the beginning, in 1742, Frederick 
the Great, by one of the foulesf of- 
fenses against right and justice and 
in repudiation of his own written 
pledge, attacked Austria and 
ed Silesia. One portion of Silesia 
was inhabited by Poles, exactly the 
district which the treaty of Ver- 
sailles assigns now to Poland, sub- 
ject to a plebiscite. 

Thirty yearss later the same sov- 


ereign engineered the first parti- | 


tion of Poland, depriving them of 
the lower valley of the Vistula and 
Frederick's successors continued the 
spoilation of Poland, acauiring as 
their share Posen, Danzig, substan- 
tially the areas which, under the 
treaty of Versailles are returned 
to the Poles, although, because the 
Germans have been successful in 
colonizing Danzig, following their 
forcible seizure of it, that town 
is placed under the Jeague of na- 
tions, despite the fact that it is 
the single, seagate of the Poles. 

In 1814, “ollowing the first ab- 
dication of Napoleon, Prussia took 
the Sarre coal basin, north and east 
of the Sarre river. This territory 
had not been acquired by France 
at the expense of any néighbor or 
through war, it had been peacably 
acquired as a result of an arrange- 
ment with Austria. After Waterloo, 
Prussia extended her claims and 
annexed the balance of the Sarre 
basin, south of the river and in- 
cluding Sarrelouis, which was the 
birthplace of Marshal Ney. 

In 1871, after the Franco-Prussian 
war, Germany, become the new 
form of Prussian power, annexed 
Alsace-Lorraine, thus contemplating 
the acquisition of the coal districts 
of Lorraine and at the same time 
acquiring the vast iron regions 
north of Metz. In 1914, it Is worth 
recalling that one of the objectives 
of German policy was theacquisition 
of the remaining iron districts about 
across the French frontier about 
Briey, and this was long proclaimed 
as one of the “war aims” of the 
Germans, one of the demands of 
all their peace campaigns. 

Finally, in 1864, Prussia led Aus- 
tria into an attack upon Denmark, 
which resuifed in the seizure of 
Schlesvig-Holstein, and in 1866, 
Prussia attacked Austria and after 
‘successful war, annexed Schlesvig- 
Holstein, promising to permit the 
Danes in Schlesvig to decide their

Now the acquisitions of Prussia 
and Germany in these wars of con- 
quest are precisely the foundations 
of the economic development of 


Germany. The coal taken in Upper 
Silesia and in.the Sarre, the tron 
taken in Lorrdine, the agricultural 
regions of Posen, the port of Dan- 
zig and the control of the com- 
merce of the Vistula, have served 
to supply Germany with the op- 
portunity to transform herself into 
a great industrial nation. In 1870 
her population was no larger than 
that of France, in 1914 it was al- 
most twice as great. 

But the whole expansion was ex- 
plicable in terms of stolen property. 
if France still possessed the Sarre 
and Alsace-Lorraine, if Poland still 
cept only the regions in which 

les predominated, then Germany 
deprived of precisely 
those raw materials, the iron and 
the coal, which were in large meas- 
ure responsible for her great ex- 
pansion. 

Moreover, this great expansion 
was accompanied by the rapid 
growth of that spirit which pro- 
duced the war. For two decades 
Germans complained that their 
economic development entitled there 
to territorial increases, they plan- 
ned atttacks upon their neighbors

expanded so rapidly that new ter- 
ritories were necessary and they 
marked out for themselves Belgian 
and French regions and conceived 
the possibility of completing the 
extinction of Polish hopes by tak-~ 
ing over Russian Poland. 


This same expansion pushed them 
into acute rivalry with the Brit- 
ish. To become a great industrial 


upon foreign commerce and as they 


had to produce vastly more manu- 
factured articles than they eon- 
sumed, to meet their growing deficit 
in food, they looked with ever-in- 
creasing resentment at the immense 
British colonial empire and the com- 
plete mastery of the seas by the 
British fleet. For it was clear that 
it lay within British#power to shut 
off their commercial exchanges, if 
war ever came. 


Literally Germany became an 
overcrowded nation, living on its 
manufactures, dependent upon for- 


eign markets, but without power to 
protect its commerce and ever need- 
ing more territorial increase to 
meet the growing demands of its 
population, which continued to in- 
crease by leaps and bounds. But 
only because Germany, and Prussia 
had successfully 
despoiled France and Poland, Aus- 
tria and Denmark of valuable prov- 


vast economic development. It was 
founded upon successful robberies 
of states, which, had they possess- 
ed the resources taken from them, 
might have developed_ similarly 


All Swag Not Restored. 
Now the treaty of Versailles has 
It 
has by no means done full justice. 


It has not resotred to Poland all of 
the regions stolen by the Germans, 
paying regard to the fact that in 
some the Germans have by means 
of a brutal policy succeeded in re- 
ducing the Polish population, but it 
has restored much and the things 
restored necessarily ‘injure German 
economic possibilities. If the Poles 
get the Silesian coal it will be the 
Polish factories which will prospér 
and Poland will have an economic 
development. No real question has 
been raisetl about the return of 
Alsace-Lorraine to France, together 
with the iron districts, but a mighty 
protest has been raised over theo 
Sarre valley, yet both were stolen 
from the French with equal disre- 
gard of the wishes of the inhabi- 
tants, the difference lying in the 
dates of stealing, the one in 1814-15, 
apparently finds warrant in the fact 
that it has endured a century, while 
that of 1871 ig not old enough to be 
established. 

The question then occurs on the 
degree to which the world feels it 
wise or necessary to give the Ger- 


mans a new opportunity to repeat 
recent history. Certain British eco- 
nomists would insist upon the re- 
turn of the Silesian and Sarre coal 
basins, and, while they hesitate to 
urge theéreturn of Alsace-Lorraine, 
they suggest a contract on the part 
of the French to turn over/to the 
Germans enough iron ore to Keep 
the German factories at Work, re- 
ceiving, on this condition, a com- 
mensurate amount of coal. 


This argument, of course, disre- 
gards the desire of the French to 
replace the Germans in the world 


steel market, to gain the position 
which would have been theirs meas- 
ureably, but for the German steal- 
ing of 1871 and beyond question bit 
for the combined stealings of 1814- 
15 and 1871. As for the Polish in- 
dustry, and Ledz has vast possibili- 
ties and Poland the population for 
economic expansion, this is set aside 
and the decision based upon the 
assertion that the Poles have never 
been an orderly people. 

But, granted that the restoration 
of Germany on the economic side 
would solve many contemporary 


economic problems, what would be 
the political effect? In any event 
the Germans will find themselves 
with the same dense population, 
capable of maintaining itself only 
by foreign commerce and more com- 
pletely at the mercy of the British 
seapower than before the recent 
war. They will find themselves 
faced by certain further handicaps 
growing out of the territorial re- 
adjustments, the loss of the Lorraine 
iron and the Alsatian potash, the 
loss of Posen, Danzig and the con- 
trol of the lower Vistula.

Would Sacrifice France. 

The proposal to sacrifice Poland 
and France to Germany, that Ger- 
man industrial life may be recon- 
stituted and the dangers incident to 
German. economic .parlysis avoided 
is based upon a willingness to for- 
get the historicai - circumstances, 
both in the German economic devel- 
opment itself and in the recent at- 
tack upon the outside world. It re- 
fuses to concede -the fact that the 
German war. had its origin.in Ger- 
man commercial aspirations far 
more than in German militaristic 
concepts. The war was fought for 
world markets by the Germans, for 
whom the markets had become a 
matter of life or death. 

It is undeniably true that the al- 
ternative is unattractive. Germany 


|emergesfrom the war still a na- 


tion of 60,000,000 on a territory r@® 
duced from 212,000 square miles to 
little more than 186,000, smaller than 
Spain. But the significant fact is 
that this population, 50 per cent 
larger than-the population of 1879, 
now inhabits a region Which is not 
only incapable of providing faod for 
this enormous aggregation of hu- 
man beings, but does- not contain 
the minetals otit of which can be 
manufactured products to exchange 
for -food. 

In a word, the problem is whether 
the world shall intervene to return 
to Germany her lost mineral regions, 


which were themselves stolen from 
Germany’s neighbors, thereby per- 
petuating ‘the ancient ‘wrong, or 
consent to see Germany pass 
through a long period of agony, for 
which the single solution mus e 
sought in the migration of millions 
of Germans. But-the question is 
complicated with other considera- 
tions, to restore Germany’s lost min- 
eral regions is to. do violence to 
French and Polish possibilities, to 
deny each the expansion in popu- 
lation which would logically follow 
the development of their new min- 
eral resources. Moreover, it is to 
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to maintain a population which has 
become by its very size a menace 
to all neighboring states. 

Germans Would Be Masters. 

It is not difficult to perceive that 
if Germany be restored, she will 
become in due time the econontic 


master of middle Europe and the 
true director of Russia. Around 
Germany will necessarily gather all 
the fragmentary creations which re- 
place the Hapsburg empire on the 
map. But after all, this spells the 
realization for the’ German of the 
old dream of Mitteleuropa. Mas- 
ter of the middle of Europe, will 
he not inevitably return to his old 
demands for the possession of Bel- 
gian and Dutch ports, for the con- 
trol of the north of France, not for 
military reasons, primarily, but for 
the far more.compelling reasons of 
international .trade and industrial 
independence? 

A Germany of 50,000,000, with an 
industrial and economic life cum. 
mensurate with its population and 


its own resources, the resources 
found in territory to which the Ger- 
man title is not debatable, could 
not be a menace to the peace of 
Europe, it would not have the num- 
bers or the resources to undertake 
the old struggle for political con- 
trol, which was itself the prepara- 
tion for the economic domination. 
France with 10,000,000, secure in her 
present frontiers, assured of a great 
iron and steel expansion, fortified 
by ‘the ever-growing weight of her 
North African colonies, whose man- 
power would enable her ‘to face 
Germany on even terms, would be 
relieved of all the anxieties which 
have been endured since 1870. 


As for Great Britain, can there 
be ahy sound basis for. the belief 
that if Germany regains economic 


strength, she will not reacquire 
the old realization that her eco- 
nomic life is, after all, at the mercy 
of the British fleet. Today the 
Germans superficially condemn 
France or even the United States, 
but under the surface every Ger- 
man realizes that the real defeat 
was that suffered at the hands of 
the one great commercial rival, 
Great Britain. Moreover, there will 
be a steadily increasing recogni- 
tion of this one the part of the Ger- 
mans as the facts of the war and 
the conditions of the years imme- 
diately following the war are 
brought home to the. Germans. 


Germany, economically = strong, 
economically the architect of the 
new organization of central Europe 
and of the Russian empire, particu- 


larly if the Russian association 
opens the roads to India and to 
Egypt. And for this development 
the British will have themselves to 
thank if any temporary desire to 
seek the restoration of ‘trade and 
the termination of unrest leads 
them to support Germany’s claims 
for rehabilitation at the expense of 
the nations who were  Britain’s 
allies in the recent struggle. 


Caused by Overpopplation. 
The German attack upon 
western world in, 1914 was charge- 
able beyond all else to very deep 
causes, resembling in some meas- 


uree the causes of those other Ger- 
man irruptions, which ended in the 
destruction of the Roman empire 
and the temporary obscuration of 
Christian civilization. The German 
was driven by the necessities in- 
cident to overpopulation, underpro- 
duction of foods, he had literally 
to conquer or to die, he must ac- 
guire new areas and new 
or consent to the reduction of his 


Own population. 


The German chose war, he chose 
it deliberately, he prepared for it 
with a consciousness of its meaning 


for him, but he did not pr re for 
it through some mad lust for more 
military glory or expanded power. 
New fields and new markets had 
become a matter of life and death 
for him and he used his military 
weapon «to acquire them, with the 
full consciousness that in the end 
the sword would merely be the tool 
employed by the manufacturer to 
clear the way for his wares and 
plough new fields to furnish him 
with foodstuffa. 


The notion that Germany was the 
victim of a military caste-and has 
recovered from its madness is 


based upon a very superficial ex- 
amination of the facts of German 
history and indeed of all history.

It is pure- 
ly and simply a question of restor- 
ing to Germany the property which 
she once stole from her neighbors, 
because she employed this property 
with extreme skill and turned it to 
such account that she became the 
greatest economic state on the con- 
tinent. 

We are asked to do this without 
any full appreciation of the fact 
that the character of this economic 


expansion Was such that it led in- 
eluctably to further German attacks 
upon neighboring states and, in 
truth, compelled the Germans to 
conquer or to migrate. Thus we are 
abked to contribute to restoring 
what were after all the conditions 
out of which the war inevitably re- 
sulted. And those who ask it close 
their eyes and would close ours to 
everything excet the merely super- 
ficial circumstances, self-interest, 
contemporary terror of disorder, the 
desire to get the war over and for- 
gotten as soon as possible. 


In America more than anywhere 
else, the specious plea to restore 
Germany finds ready hearing, be- 
cause Americans are little familiar 
with the circumstances of the mak- 
ing of this. Germany. The story 
of the fashion in which for a cen- 
tury and a half the Polish race has 
suffered every sort of wrong be- 
eause for Frederick the Great’s 
scheme of creating a strong Prussia 
the destruction of Poland Was a nec- 
essary detail, is little appreciated and 
protests about Danzig and Upper 
Silesia are heard with gympathetic 
attention. 

To partition Germany seems an 
act of violence, and every circum- 
stance in the restoration of stolen 
territory to its rightful owners has 
similarly been translated to the 


American public as an act of Vio- 
lence. Yet. if one chose to set be- 
fore himself the map of Europe at 
the hour when Frederick the Great 
arrived and compare it with the 
map of the present hour it. would 
be perceived how extensive are the 
stealings which have been left in 
German hands, even by the treaty of 
Versailles. 

Criticise the economic features of 
the treaty of Versailles as one may, 
and on this side the debate is in- 


evitable, the territorial features en- 
title it to recognition as the fairest 
of the great settlements which have 
been made in all European history. 
From Germany it took Alsace-Lor- 
raine, Posen, West Prussia, Danzig 
and conditionally Upper Silesia and 
the Sarre. But each of these cir- 
cumstances represented successful 
plundering in past times, and if 
such was a foundation stone of con- 
temporary Germany’s economic ex- 
istence, it was no less legally and 
morally the possession of another 
nation. 


If Germany had acquired Long 
Island, by successful intervention in 
American affairs at the time of the 


civil war or the Spanish-American 
war, the first condition of the treaty 
of Versailles, so far as Americans 
were concerned, would have been 
the retrocession of the island. 
Granted that the Germans had col- 
onied it so every last resident of 
Brooklyn was Teutonic, conceded 
that the development had been guch 
that Brooklyn had become the 
greatest of world ports, allowing 
that-the loss of it might have spell- 
ed economic prostration for Ger- 
many would any one of these con- 
siderations have weighted with 
Americans, seeking to reclaim their 
ewn? 

No one will argue for punitive 
annéxations at German expense, but 
today the question is one of punish- 
ing Germany’s neighbors by with- 
holding from them what was once 
their own, because Germany, having 
taken it by force and developed it 
with skill, now stands in need of 
its increased yield for her own pros- 
perity; or for her own economic sal- 
vation, for that matter, for the 
greatness of the German necessity 
does not add to the German claim 
one single atom. 

It is for France and for Poland 
to decide whether the rehabilita- 


tion of Germany at their expense is 


the |

a profitable enterprise for them, it 
is not for Great Britain or for the 
United States to insist upon such 
a rehabilitation. 

Even if one should concede, and 


the concession is by no means war- 
ranted, that Germany would make 
better use of French iron or Polish 
coal than the French or the Poles, 
it is hardly a logical argument for 
turning the iron fields and the coal 
mines over to Germany. Nor is it 
an argument in favor of such spoil- 
ation to allege that without these 
Germany may die. Germany will 
not, of course, die, but even a very 
great shrinkage in population, ac- 
companied by internal suffering and 
unrest, would not be justly prevent- 
ed at some one else’s expense, 

I have emphasized what sems to 
me the morai consideration, because 
I believe it should be controlling, 
yet it is not less clear that expe- 
diency and principle for once follow 
the same pathways. It was the Ger- 
man economic system, founded upon 
forcible annexationg, which led to 
the present world war, to reproduce 
all of the old conditions in Germany 
would merely be to reproduce all 
the old “necessities.” German poli- 
cies were not accidents of the kaiser 
or of militarism, they had roots in 
commercial and fconomic conditions. 

Germany restored is the German 
peril renewed, because the peril had 
its origin in perfectly familiar cir- | 
cumstances, which have for centu-, 
ries operated in exactly the same 
way. To destroy Germany is impos- 
sible, but it is for Germany to re- 
build, and if the world is to have 
surcease from the German menace 
the new German structure will have 
to be in accordance with German 
circumstances, not resting upon the 
insecure basis of stolen territories 
and intelligent exploitation of what 


belongs of right to other pations.

$171,000 IN TAXES 
ON VINOUS SPIRITS 


New York, March 4.—A suit to 
collect approximately $171,000, al- 
leged to be due the government as

Connecticut Normally © 


Considered Republican 


This is the seventh of a 
series of articles on the politi- 
cal situation in each state of 
the union, written by Mr. Hol- 
loman, the Washington corres- 
pondent of The Constitution. 

By James A. Hollomeon. 


Washington, March 5.—(Special.) 
Connecticut is normally republican 
by around ten thousand votes. It 
is a state much in the political 
limelight by reason of the nation- 
wide prominence of some of its cen- 
tral figures in both parties. Con- 
necticut has gone democratic, and 
it is always fighting ground. Cleve- 
land carried it: and so did Wil- 
son in 1912. He tost it, hewever, 
in 1916. In 1912, Wilson swept in 
a democrat in every congressional 
district. All of these have now 
been lost to the democrats but one. 


The republican organizati: + in 
Connecticut is divided into three big 
factions, one in Fairfield county, 
under the leadership of John T. 
King, of Bridgeport, who up to a 
short time ago was 
General Wood's campaign; one in 
New Haven county, under the lead- 
ership of Colonel I. M. Ullman, of 
New Haven; and one in Hartford 
county, and the rural sections of 
the state under the leadership of 
J. Henry Roraback, of Canaan, 
chairman of the republican. state 
central committee. 


Factions Together. 

At the present time the Roraback 
and Ullman factions are believed to 
be working together, and control 
the republican organiaztion in the 
state, with the King faction in 
the minority. The popular report 
is that King was thrown over by 
Wood because it became apparent 
that King, who is at present nation- 
al committeeman from Connecticut, 
had lost his hold on his own state. 
There seems'to be no question upon 
this point and that King will be 
displaced from his position as na- 
tional committeeman from Connec- 
— when the next convention is 
1eld. 

The fight for the republican nomi- 
nation for governor is along the 
lines of the three factions men-* 
tioned. The candidates are Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Clifford B: Wilson, 
of Bridgeport, now mayor of that 
city, and James F. Walsh, also of 
Fairfield county, who is now speak- 
er of the house of representatives 
of the state. Wilson is a King man 
and Walsh is supposed to be an an- 
ti-King man. The strategy is, of 
course, to split up Fairfield coun- 
ty. However, it is not at all cer- 
tain that the fight for the nomina- 
tion will be purely on these faction- 
al lines, as lLieutenant-Governor 
Wilson is popular about the state 
and might even be supported by 
the Roraback and Ullman wings if 
it should appear that he is willing 
to declare his independence from 
King. Others who have been men- 
tioned for governor on the republi- 
can side are Professor Hiram Bing- 
ham, of Yale, who was a colonel 
in the aviation department curing 
the war; and Representatives Til- 
son and Schuyler Merritt, both of 
whom have declined to permit their

names to be used on the ground 
that they would prefer to remain 
in congress. 
Ne Demecratic Candidate. 

Practically no names have been 
put forward by the democratic 
party for governor, as yet. Thom- 
as J. Spellacy, of Hartford, at pres- 
ent an assistant attorney genera. 
of the United States, under Palmer, 
was the candidate in 1918. It is 
doubtful, however, whether he will 
care to make another run, as he 
was defeated last election by Mar- 
cus H. Holcomb, the present repub- 
lican governor, by approximately 
8,000 votes. His defeat in i918 
was far from overwhelming and he 
may be persuaded to run again. 

There has been some talk of Hol- 
comb running again on the repub- 
lican ticket. but this is not believ- 
ed to be likely, on account of his 
advanced age. He has also lost 
considerable popularity by the fact 
that he vetoed the bill granting a 
state bonus to veterans of the war, 
which was passed by the general 
assembly at the last session. 

Senator Frank B. Brandegee wij! 
come up for re-election this year 
and his probable opponents will be 
either Homer S. Cummings, of 
Stamford, present chairman of the 
democratic national committee, who 
has been defeated for this office 
once before; or David E. Fitzgerald, 


the present democratic mayor of |; 


New Haven. Fitzgerald carried 
New Haven for the democratic par- 
ty last year by 2,000 votes. He is 
at present chairman of the demo- 
cratic state central committee. 
Congressional Races. 

It is too early to determine much 
about the congressional districts. 
In the third district (New Haven), 
it is understood that Tilson will be 
opposed by Phillip Troup, postmas- 
ter at New Haven and editor of 
“The New Haven Union.” He is 
a son of the late Alexander Troup, 
who was a power in Connecticut for 
many years and a great admirer of 
William Jennings Bryan, an dmira- 
tion which it is said the son does 
not share, 

Lonergan, the one democratic 
congressman from the state, from 
Hartford, won the last election by 
more than 5,000 votes and will no 
doubt be re-elected. 

Glynn, of Winsted, and Schuyler 
Merritt, of Bridgeport, are repay 
ed to be solid and there has be? 
no rush of candidates to oprnose 
them. There has been some talk 
of opposition to Freeman of the 
New London district for the nomi- 
nation, and Colonel “Hank” Hall, 
of Wilmington, has been mention- 
ed aS @ possible republican nomi- 
nee to succeed him, but there has 
a nothing definite along. this 
ine. 

The principal interest now seems 
to be in the selection of delegates 
to the national convention.

Sensational Murders and 
Daring Robberies Fol- 
low in. Wake of Release 

of 25,000 Criminals. —- 


London, March 6.— British police 
reports admit that the process of 
demobilization has turned loose 25,- 
00@ criminals in Great Britain, of 
from from 3,000 to 4,000 are con- 
sidered dangerous men. 

While police officials insist that 
crimes of violence are merely of 
unusually sensational features and 
hence give rise to reports of a 
crime wave, itsis the popular belief 
that Great Britain is suffering from 
such a wave of crime as has not 
inundated it for decades. The war 
is universally pointed out es its 
cause. Men who have drivan their 
bayonets home into German flesh 
have no longer the horror of kili- 
ing which made law-abiding citi- 
zens of them before the war, it is 
explained. 


Murders and robberies alike are 
apparently on an up-curve. Some 
idea of the robberies which have 
angered London may be had from 
the fact that the London metropoli- 
tan police recovered $130,000 worth 
of stolen property during the 
month of December alone, a figure 
which represents only a fraction of 
the total value of property stolen. 
During the same month the London 
police made arrests in the metro- 
politan area for the following 
crimes of serious importance: 
Burglary, 26; housebreaking, 48; 
shopbreaking, 150; receiving stolen 
goods, 1; street robbery, 19; seri- 
ous larceny, -25. “Crime accom- 
panied by violence is prevalent 
throughout the metropolitan police 
district,” says a recent report by 
Sir Nevil Macready, the metropoli- 
tan police commissioner.

the year tn order that we might 


| make that cotton. The boll weevil 
as he has crossed the country’ has 
been the means of converting many 
farmers from that way of farming 
since when they took away the cot- 
ton and he had nothing with which 
to pay his bills, he found out that 
his credit was injured, he could not 
obtain things so readily and that 
he must produce more of his needed 
supplies at home and not buy so 
much at the stores. As he learned 
the lesson, he‘ has remembered it 
and it ts not likely that he will 
again go back to ending entirely 
upon cotton, no matter what the 
price to pay the large bills which 
he could accumulate should he raise 
cotton and nothing else. War times 
also played a part in gettin us 
back to a sound producing basis,

The steps by.which we change 
from a dependent to an independent 
condition are so gradual that per- 
haps we have t noticed just how 
we have made the change, and pos- 
sibly there are those who have not 
yet made the change who will in a 
short time be compelled to make it. 
As we look over the work, we think 
that for the most of the. people the 
change. has been first in little things, 
not in the large, since with limited 
capital at command ‘no great 
change in methods is. possible. 


Gardens and Peulitry. 


The importance of larger and bet- 
ter gardens was first to be rec- 
ognized. .In former days we were 
satisfied with little two by four 
gardens, with some turnips and 
sweet potatoes and possibly some 
butter beans; but to feed ourselves 
we found that we must enlarge the 
garden, grow more of the things 
that we are accustomed to grow, 
and also that we must ;row a 
larger variety of things in order 
to satisfy our demands and keep 
down the store bills. The canning 
clubs that were organized over the 
country by the extension depart- 
ments of our agricultural colleges 
were a great aid in getting people 
interested in better gardens, not 
only stimulating the young folk to 
efforts in producing and saving, 
but convincing the older ones that 
there was real economy and a sav- 
ing of expense in producing more 
of their supplies in their home gar- 
dens. As a method of diversifica- 
tion gardening is theteasiest th; 
can be undertaken, since all téaat 
is needed is a little: more space, a 
little more of the lot manure, a 
few dollars worth of seed, and laSt- 
lv, a few hours more of work each 
week in order to bring about a no- 
table increase in production and 
a consequent reduction in amount

ing as far as swine production Is 
concerned, 

In the increasing of production of 
dairy products we have not made as 
‘ereat strides. In the vicinity of 
large cities there has possibly been 
some increase in the raising of 
dairy products, demand and prices 
having increased enough so as to 
make the business profitable’ to 
such an extent as to attract some 
who had capital to invest. On the 
farms, the expense of getting the 
stock, the great amount of atten- 
tion -which they require and the in- 
terference which with them causes 
work with the crops, the expense 
| of fencing, the limited amount of 
pasture and high cost of feeds, as 
well as the absence or high cost 
of cooling of the milk, and the 
trouble and expense of complying 
with sanitary regulations of the 
cities have all tended to keep down 
the increase of dairy stock on the 
farms. Though in a_ few .- places 
there has been a united effort to 
increase the dairy stock and to 
form creamery companies’ these 
have been so few and far between 
that census returns of dairy cows 
on farms will not be much changed. 

When we consider the produc- 
tion of cattle for beef purposes, 
however, we shall find that there 
has been a notable increase. On 
farms of. medium to large size, pas- 
tures have been enclosed and an 
effort made to increase the number 
of cattle, a stimulus toward the 
production of better class of beef 
animals being made by the intro- 
duction of pure bred sires from oth- 
er regions and the giving of these 
as prizes by the railways and other 
agencies. As pig club work and 
prizes stimulated the improvement 
of the class of pigs raised and dem- 
onstrated the better profitableness 
of high grade or pure bred stock, 
so the improvement of cattle has 
been brought about from the use of 
these first pure bred sires that were 
introduced. As with hogs, too, the 
greatest increase in the numbers 
of beef animals has been in the 
regions of long grazing season and 
where corn and velvet beans are 
among the main crops produced. 


Cash Crops; Another Step in Ad- 
vance. 


Following up what we have 

learned in the way of becoming 
self-supporting, the next step is to 
prodwice the things to which our 
lands or conditions are adapted in 
such quantity that we shall be able 
to sell them individually or collec- 
tively and have enough cash to 
keep us going throughout the year 
and let us get entirely away from 
the credit system. This change, of 
course, must be made gradually as 
we become better acquainted in 
knowledge of the requirements of 
the things that we are attempting 
to gRow. For the most part, too, 
it will be the specializing of pro- 
duction of certain definite products 
in regions adapted to their growth. 
For instance, in some sections we 
have already greatly increased the 
numbers of hogs and beef cattle, 
as before menitnoned, until they 
have become largely the additional 
cash crops of those sections; in 
Other sections attention is now 
given to fruit growing, to trucKk- 
ing with crops such as cabbage, 
onions, Irish potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, watermelons and cantaloupes, 
strawberries and so on; in some 
places tobacco is being considered, 
peppers in another, and so on. 
° For canning and preserving for 
home or commercial plants, wé have 
another -prospect of outlet for 
crops that will be of cash value; 
in some regions the growing of cu- 
cumbers for preserving ‘companies 
is being undertaken. One of the 
largest changes, promised is in the 
production of sweet potatoes; this 
crop is adapted to the entire south 
and the acreage is being increased 
everywhere, Part of the ftncrease 
is due to the establishment of cur- 
ing houses and extension of the 
market for home use and for can- 
ning.' Perhaps other outlets will 
be needed and will be found if they 
can be used in the manufacture of 
any commercial product. 

When we have better market 
systems, we can become “cash 
growers” right. In northern states 
evéry grocer will buy butter and 
eges and the farmers trade butter 
and eggs weekly for sugar, ¢offee 
and ‘other needed supplies’ and 
have less need for cash tod keep 
them going. When our merchants 
can handie our products in a sim- 
ilar manher, $0 that on every trip 
to town we can carry them some- 
thing to trade, we shall become 
independent of the credit man. 

Many people do this now-a-days, 
but if all were to do it the mar- 
ket would be oversupplied and 
there would be nothing in it for 
anyone. What we need is for the 
merchants to become collecting 
agencies’ to collect these products 
and send them to the large cities. 
With home production of all that 
we can raise, which is nearly all 
-that we need for the man of beast, 
with something to sell weekly on 
every trip to town, and then with 
special crops that are adapted to 
our conditions, we shall eliminate 
supply. accounts and make cotton 
a surplus crop. 
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F Southwest Georgia County Agents’ Meeting 


meeting, Dr. Soule emphasized par- 
ticularly the educational section of 
the adopted program. The meeting 
was called by J. Phil Campbell, di- 
rector of extension at Athens, for 
the purpose of obtaining the views 
of cOunty agents and .their co- 
workers among farmers, business 
men and educators in fourteen 
counties of southwest Georgia. 


So successful were the results of 
Mr. Campbell’s call in crystallizing 
the aims and sentiment of agricul- 
tural leaders in this group of 
counties that it was voted to make 
the conferenc an -annual affair, 
with Tifton the chosen meeting 
place for 1921. The state program, 
with additions peculiar to southwest 
needs and conditions, will receive 
further ratification, it is predicted, 
at the coming meeting of the South- 
west Georgia Development associa- 
tion, which also will take place in 
the seat of Colquitt county on April 
20. This event will bring together 
representatives of chambers of com- 
merce throughout the southwest, in- 
cluding farmers, bankers, . mer- 
chants—in fact, all classes identi- 
fied with the name of progress, now 
an all-conquering symbol in this 
part of the state. 

Women Have Important Part. 


Acting on a suggestion by Dr. 
Soule, it Was decided to give bebo 
an important part in the next an- 
nual mecting. The program of home 
economics, education and develop- 
ment of community activities will 
be placed largely under their di- 
rection at future conferences. 

Among the additions noted in the 
program of work adopted for south- 
west Georgia were recommendations 
for the following: 

A county-wide chamber of com- 
merce in each county. , 

A county-wide organization of 
farm bureaus with special attention 
directed toward community center 
and social gatherings, as contem- 
plated under the farm bureau or- 
ganization. 

The appointment of a marketing 
specialist, to be located at Moul- 
trie, to disseminate information on 
proper grading and packing of farm 
products and the promotion of co- 
operative marketing. 

The agricultural © section of the 
state program was adopted in its 
entirety and a clause was added 
urging special attention to the 
growing of Spanish peanuts for 
market. 

Under the heading of “Agricul- 
ture-Live Stock” a number of inno- 
vations were approved for inclusion 
in the Moultrie program. Following 
are the principles of live stock de- 
velopment adopted for the guidance 
of the southwest: 

The use of pure-bred sires by all 
hog raisers and the elimination of 
scrub sires. 

The adoption of a permanent, sys- 
tematic grazing system for hogs 
and the use of a limited grain ra- 
tion while hogs are on grazing. 

The production of two litters of 
hogs per year and marketing of 
hogs more. uniformly—marketing 
throughout the year to avoid glut- 
ting the market during the winter 
months, as now prevails. 

Farmers’ co-operative shipment 
of fat stock to terminal markets. 

. More permanent pastures to 
cheapen the cost of live stock pro- 
duction. 


The eradication of parasites af- 
fecting all kinds of live stock and 
systematic measures -of cholera 
control. 

Dehorning of cattle as a means 
of increasing the value of hides. 
Growing Inte Live Stock. 

The program states in concluding 

its live stock plans: 

“Every farmer should grow into 
a live stock man, but not plunge 
headlong into the game. Our wealth 


will be greatly increased by in- 
creasing the number . of our live 
stock, but in no case should this 


'exceed the amount of feed and for- 


age crops, nor the amount of fenc- 
ing, grazing and pasture provided.” 

A tribute was paid to southwest 
Georgia by Dr. Soule as “the most 
enterprising live stock community 
in Georgia, where you can make 
pork as cheaply as anywhere in the 
United States.” 

A definite plan for marketing 
two litters of hogs a year was pre- 
sented, with the aid of charts, by S. 
C. Hood, agricultural agent of the 
Georgia Northern railroad. The 
Hood plan contemplates marketing 
at two periods of the year when a 
giut.of the market does not oper- 
ate against good prices. The periods 
of salé, he advises, are the last of 
September and early part of Oc- 
tober and the last of March and be- 
ginning of April. ae 

R. M. Gridley, swine specialist of 
the State College of Agriculture, 
explained why live stock farming is 
the most economical system to prac- 
tice, stating that it contributes 
heavily to the fertility of the farm, 
in contrast with grain farming, 
which tends to extract fertility. Lib- 
eral and regular feeding of hogs 
was emphasized by Mr. Gridley, who 
pictured the importance of tankage 
to supplement grazing crops. _.

Dack Eggs Sell at Best 
Prices Around Easter 


The demand for ducks’ ¢ggs at a 
“good price is limited and not nearly 
as general as the demand for hens’ 
éges. The quality of the southern 
and western duck eggs on the aver- 
age market was poor until people 
began to keep Indian Runner ducks 


class eggs. A good demand for 
ducks’ eggs exists about Easter time 
at prices usually several cents a 
dozen higher than for hens’ eggs, 
but during the balance of the year 
the average price for ducks’ eggs 
has not been much higher than for 
hens’ eggs. Most buyers make no 
quotations for ducks’ eges except 
early in the spring. ince three 


ducks’ eggs weigh about the same; 


as four hens’ eggs, ducks are not 
as profitable for the production of 
market eggs as fowls, unless a high- 
er price is secured for the ducks’ 


eggs. 

A trade is gradually heing estab- 
lished in some markets for fancy 
near-by ducks’ eggs, which bring 
higher prices than hens’ eggs, and 
the demand seefns to be increasing. 
Pure white eggs are preferred and 
usually.: bring the highest rice. 
These eggs should be marketed fre- 
quently, as they depreciate in qual- 
ity more rapidly than hens’ eggs, 
especially during hot weather. he 
market for eggs should be carefully 
investigated by those who intend to 
raise breeds of the egg-laying type 
of ducks, such as the Indian 
ner, especially for the production of

Dairy specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture be- 
lieve that in many Cases more grain 
is fed to dairy cows that can be

3,000 pounds more milk and $0 
pounds more butter fat than she 
ever did when fed the regular grain 
and roughage ration—well, what 
would you believe if your neighbor 
told you that?

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Have Interesting Meeting in Atlanta 


The meeting in Atlanta of the As- 
sociation of Southern Agricultural 
Workers, comprising directors of 
agricultural extention Work of the 
south, experiment station men and 
railway agricultural employees of 
fifteen southern states, was largely 
attended and one of the most suc- 
cessful ever held: 


The sessions were open to the 
public, and afforded opportunity to 
the men with the knowledge to eluc- 
idate their methods, in securing 
more and better crops under vary 
ing conditions fraught with difficul- 
ties that only the thoroughly initi- 
ated appreciate. 


To these men the south owes 
much; to them much of the credit 
attaches for the success of crop 
production throughout the nation. 
They may impart information and 
instruct the agriculturist, but here 
thei rduty as public service repre- 
sentatives practically ceases. 

The meeting Was attended by 
skilled workers in agriculture, by 
others not less experienced in sci- 
entific live stock breeding, in trans- 
portation and leaders in the various 
marketing bureaus, which alone has 
saved farmers and producers mil- 
lions of dollars with each succe¢ed- 
ing year in practically every state 
of the entire south. 

Thanks to the federal govern- 
ment, to the various state govern- 
ments and the hundreds of active 
county agents, agricultural improve- 
ment is advancing rapidly. Yet it 
has been demonstrated that, while 
we have made remarkable progress 
and wonderful strides within the 
past decade, we are just beginning 
to learn the tremendous possibili- 
ties of the southern agricultural do- 
main. 

It was proposed to tmprove the 
organiation of the Federation of 
Farm Bureas, suggested in lively 
discussion of the subject as applied 
to the operation of the Association 


Two hundred and sixty thousand 
boys and girls are being instructed 
by the extension departments of the 
Various agricultural colleges in the 
southern area.

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'y Eminent Woman Doctor 


By Margaret Walter. 
Lendon, March 6—“When she is 
thoroughly run down and her doc- 
tor orders a nasty tonic, the very 
‘best thing for a woman to do is 
to run right over to Bond street 


and buy herself the prettiest hat 
she can find.” 

This remarkcble statement was 
made by one of England’s premier 
women doctors before a large and 
exceedingly earnest meeting at the 
Institute of Hygine in her lecture 
on “Clothing and Its Influence on 
Comfort and Contentment.” 

Dr. Elizabeth Sloan Chesser is a 
distinguished-looking woman of 
early middle agé, mother of two 
boys. She was ‘dressed in a dark, 
very. smart suit over aie chiffon 
blouse cut in a deep V in front. 
She wore no jewels. Her small 
toque was obviously from Paris and 
the gloves and furs which she laid 
upon the table as she took her place 
were expensive and in perfect 
taste. 

During the war, Dr. Sloan Chesser 
was in charge of 27,000 women and 
girl munition makers at the arsenal 
at Woolwich. She was responsible 
for many of the radical methods in- 
troduced to prevent the workers 
taking harm from the deadly T. N. 
T. It was, thanks to her practical 
introductions and common house- 
wife sense, that Woolwich was en- 
‘tirely free of the hideous and dan- 
gerous “yellow face,” the scourage 
of the first T. N.-T. powder work- 
ers. Dr. Sloan Chesser originated 
the famous yellow powder food 
regime, the obligatory hot baths 
and the morning pills; and at the

“Women are not more vain than 
men about their appearance.

The most beautiful 
clothes are usually designed by men, 
and in some countries men make 
them exclusively,” Dr. Sloan Ches- 
ser went on to Say. 


Living and working with the so- 
called “lower classes” at Woolwich 
during the war and practicing in 
the slums of London is responsible 
for a very great change in _ the 
ideas of this clever and fashionable 
London doctor, she herself affirms. 
“T ordered a poor patient of mine 
the other day, after a severe opera- 
tion, to quit coming to me and in- 
stead to go home and ask her hus- 
band for a fur coat. She looked sur- 
prised but I realized that with the 
money she was spending on mas- 
sage and treatment she could buy 
a beautiful fur roat which would 
accomplish the very same result 
and be a comfort and pleasure to 
her as well. 

“Another thing i sometimes or- 
der people to do is to cut down 
their food bill and spend the extra 
money on pretty and comfortable 
Clothes. Get rid of some of your 
old furniture and ornaments and 
buy yourself good clothes so you 
ean feel fresh and full of life again. 

“Wear white. It’s expensive but 
it gives the best returns in good 
spirits and health. If you don’t 
believe me when I tell you that 
when you go about in a dark suit 
all winter without having it clean-

ed you are no more than a filth: 
center attracting and distributing 
germs and disease every time you 
move; just pin a piece of pure white 
satin or linen on your arm and see 
what it looks like in a short week’s 
time. Learn to wash your own 
clothes. Buy cheaper ones and 
change them often, do anything that 
your intelligence suggests but keep 
your clothes clean and see how 
much better you are and how much 
pleasanter you feel in consequence. 


Clothes Versus Food. 


“Warm clothes are worn to con- 
serve heat. We eat food td& pro- 
duce heat which is energy. There- 
fore, if you wear better and warm- 
er clothes, you will not need so 
much food. We proved this in the 
schools during the war. The chil- 
dren had not enough heat-produc- 
ing food so we clothed them more 
warmly to conserve all that was 
produced, with satisfactory results. 

“I approve of dresses with open 
necks. It is good to have the throat 
exposed. Tight collars and high 
chokers are responsible for a great 


deal of domestic unhappiness. Men 
are the chief offenders ‘in this. | 
When you see a man with a low, | 
soft collar and a loose tie he is: 
usually good tempered and amen- | 
able to reason. 

“As to indecency in dress, I think 
decency is entirely a matter of cli- 
mate, epoch and nation. Perhaps the 
reason women have taken to dresses 
cut so very low in the back is be- 
cause our day dresses are cut low 
in the front and we have to do 
something to show that we are 
wearing evening clothes! I think 
it is a very encouraging fact that 
a doctor can give a lecture on dres# 


“Our modern dress is very sen- 
Ameri- 
can women are far ahead of us in 
their well-shaped and good-looking 
shoes. Our women so often have 
loose ankles and so often run down 
at heel. American women almost 
never do this and Australian wo- 
men walk superbly. I do not know 
the reason. 

“English children should wear 
one pound weight of clothing to 
every seven pounds of their own 
weight in winter. I think the. poor 
often put too many clothes on their 
children, the rich too few. Some 
slum mothers sew their children 
up in all the tight clothes they can 
find on the first of October and | 
never rip them open until March. 2 | 
have found thirteen garments on 
one small child. 

“A general rule for clothes of all 
ages is to have the material light 
enough :to see through, and loose 
enough to drop off. In this way | 
air gets through to the body and 
allows our skin which is the first 
and mest important of our clothin: 
to do its proper work. 


“Another rule is to make healthy 
clothes so attractive that peop) 
will want to wear them. Lobdk ai | 
the jumper and the chemise frock. | 
We rebelled in horror from the red 
flannel vest and knitted petticoat 
of our Victorian grandmothers. But 
we wear the Knitted jumper and 
sport skirt upon every occasion and 
to the horror of the fashion makers 
women are clinging to these with 
a dogged determination that prom- 
ises to win through despite the 
commercial disasters which would 
follow a strike on the part of wo- 
men against the change of fashions 
every season.”

Now is a good time for the hause- 
wife to plan her summer kitchen 
garden. It need not be very, large 
and it will only take a few min- 
utes daily to keep it in a thriving 
condition. It will_give her almost 
unlimited supply of herbs and sea- 
soning and will amply repay her 
for her time and trouble. 

The herbs that thrive best in the 
kitchen garden are not the aristo- 
crats—just the kind that do not 
need any special kind of soil, just 
the ordinary soll of the backyard 
will vield abundantly, if given the 
chance. 

Karly in March have the garden 
dug very deeply, then sift over the 
freshly turned ground plenty of air- 
slacked lime, ustng a half peck to 
a plot 10 by 10 fect. Let stand for 
one week, and then sift over the 
soil three pounds of fertilizer, which 
can be purchased from a florist. 
Work the ground with a rake until 
it is thoroughly free from all lumps. 

About the first Week in April re- 
work the ground and divide into 
rows one foot apart. Plant one row 
of onions, one-half row of radishes 
and one row of early peas. 

Purchase a’ clump of chives, tare 
gon and some leeks and divide into 
small groups and plant six inches 
apart. Buy some parsley, thyme 
and lettuce seed and spread the 


parsley seed on a thin piece of cot- 
ton, batting or ‘cheesecloth and 
moisten to start the germination, 
Parsley is very slow and will re- 
quire from twelve to eighteen days 
before the sprouts, appear. 

Plant the lettuce very thinly in 
rows the last of April on a Warm 
day. One-half row of carrots, one- 
half row ot beets and one-half row 
of turnips, these may be planted, 
pulling these vegetables when they 
are a little larger than good-sized

Classes in Parliamentary law are being organized in every dlub, | 
and there is no form of training which all women more surely need in 
present day activity than this. Half of the troubles which arise in 
federated movements, or organizations, comes from the ignorance of 
well-meaning women in their so-called organized work. 

They conflict their rights as individuals with hteir official] rights, 
and one finds women making use of ther clubs and organizations to 
back them in individual projects, interests, or prejudices. Invariably 
the trouble lies not so mueh in lack of ethics, as in ignorance of 
parliamentary law and procedure. So many dangers of the present and 
the future can be guarded against, if women will learn more than the 
average woman knows about the laws of organization which should 
govern their present day activities. 

In fact, every department of Federated work is important today, 
and it is most edifying to note that the Federated women or Georgia 
are “getting down more to business” than they have at any timé’ since 
the birth of the Federated Movement among the women of the state.

If state pride could be so awakened that people individually would 


feel their obligation, not only to eradicate the retarding influence of 
illiteracy, but to join in the general campaign to make the schools of 
the state as good as they should be, and to foster the movement of 
county circulating libraries, and finally put a premium on education in 
Georgia, there is no telling where Georgia and her people could get on 
the map of civilization. 

»- The majority of the classes which have been taught under the 
illiteracy commission were taught at night. They were frequented by 
people of all ages but the majority of them were young men and young 
women with enough native grit to make the struggle which will accrue 
to the future success of every one of them. 

That spirit, “willingness to make the struggle,” is one that Georgia 
needs to put in the minds of her young people of all elements, for the 
number of boys who never get into college because the “prep” studies 
are “too hard.” and the number of. girls who never finish their school- 
ing because it was “not easy,” is appalling. 

‘* “Tret ’em rough,” said a brilliant young British author who was 
here the other day, when the subject of making careers was discussed. 
“Pampering a boy, guarding his sénsibilities and fearing to tell him the 
truth about his accomplishments, ruins the good material out of 
which he must be developed,” he argued. 

- There needs to be this truth-dealing method pursued not only 
among the element who would not learn to read and to write, but 
attiong the element who are surrounded with educational opportunities 
and the time and the means to acquire it, but who are taking little 
advantage of it. 

Rather than the motto “to go the easiest way,” which so many 
young people live by, some influence should be exercised to make them 
gee the other motto: “Train for the battle of life.” 

The man who can only “make'his mark,” yet succeeds, is a hero, 
and self-made men are always respected for their accomplishment. 
But such men are rare—unique in today’s story of progress and civil- 
ization. They are usually possessed of great native grit and strength 
of character, and men not blessed with early opportunity. 

*“* As a rule neither character nor native grit are the qualities of the 
young folks who shun educational opportunities, and who choose the 
éasiest way. They in time mean nothing to themselves and nothing 
to their state or the nation. 

» “While the illiteracy commission pushes its good work among those 
who have had no opportunity, what great influence can be brought to 
bear to stir into better work the young men and women of the state 
who have every opportunity, but are being let fall into the lethargic 
spirit of pursuing the ‘“easist way?” | 

» Qne feels impelled to appeal to the parenthood of the state, and to 


prices have gone up tremendously.

Where it will all end and where one 
is to get the money from, I really 
don’t know. Of course. terms for 


lessons have also gone up, but one 
can’t be altering them every month. 

Do you know the peasants are the 
greatest profiteers existing, but it is 
not entirely their fault, they have 
been thoroughly spoilt and demoral- 
ized by the rich Jews and other 
town profiteers who go to the coun- 
try and take presents of tobacco, 
clothes, etc., to the farmers, and 
then outbid each other for the coun- 
try produce. That was going on the 
whole wartime, so that the peasants 
are so well off for things that théy 
don’t know what to do with them. 
Consequently, eggs are about 10 to 
12 cents apiece, buttery $1.80 per 
a kilo, so none but the rich buy 
them. Neither eggs, butter nor milk 
are to be bought in the shops—we 
have to do without them entirely, 
I think it is the middle classes, low- 
er officials, etc., with limited in- 
comes who are really suffering most 
from the famine; the workmen 
(those who really work, for there 
are hundreds who will no®) are very 
highly paid, much better than the 
educated workers, so they can buy 
extra food, for the rations are not 
enough to live upon. 

“IT don’t know what you read in 
the papers, but perhaps it was a 
little exaggerated, though I am sure 
there are many cases of:.death from 
starvation and many new-born ba- 
bies are said to have died in the 
hospitals from cold and want of 
food. Hundreds of underfed chil- 
dren, also of the middle ‘classes, 
have been sent to various foreign 
countries to be fed up. It is really 
good of the other countries to take 
them. Of course, we are suffering 
still as much from the blockade as 
the actual war. You ask for news 
of your old friends, but I really 
don’t know any news to tell you. 

A Postscript. 


“January 15.—I was not able to 
finish this the other day. Today the 
papers tell us that the trains will 
stop running for want of coal; 1t 
will be a. calamity, and perhaps the 
electric light will be cut off entire- 
ly, and. we can not. buy petroleum 
or candles. I have two or three 
candles in reserve, but they won’t 
last long. 

“I do hope this state of affairs 
will soon be over. It is far worse 
than even war conditions were. At 
the beginning of the war I tried 
to be optomistic, but after tWo or 
three years I was obliged to give it 
up in despair. One can’t be anything 
but pessimistic when things con- 
tinue to grow worse from year to

When a year ago that remarkable 
book, “Young Visitors,” written by 
Daisy Ashford, ari English girl of 9 
years, convulsed the readers of two 
continents, the skeptics among them 
shook their heads, renrarking, 
“There ain’t no such animal,” or “It 
can’t be did.” 

Reading the preface of the book 
written by Barrie, they would wise- 
ly conclude: “Why Barrie wrote the 
book himself, but no child could.” 
Then they would quote at length 
from the book, and, seeing the pho- 
tograph of the youthful author, 
woul quote from Barrie: “Yes, she 
has the countenance of a Roman 
senator, and she certainly would not 
be a desirable guest at a country 
house party.” 

But the fact that Daisy Ashford 
did write the book was proved by 
her publishers, by her friends and 
by Mr. Barrie, who wrote the 
preface. ; 

Daisy Ashford married the other 
day at the age of 23, after having 
rendered noble service in the hos- 
pitals during the war. It was while 
she was thus serving her country 
that themanuscripts of her youthful 
endeavors fell into the hands of her 
friends and they induced her to 
publish them, giving part of the 
proceeds to hospital funds.

The leading colored 
women of their city are giving their 
services as volunteers to the work. 
This center is co-operating with the

Ceremonies in Waycross. 

An impressive ceremony was held 
in the council chamber of the muni- 
cipal building Sunday morning 
when French honor certificates 
were presented to the nearest kin 
of the Ware county heroes who lost 
their lives upon the battlefields of 
France. The meeting was opened 
by an invocation from Rev. R. N. 
McCallum, rector of Grace Episco- 
pal church and former chaplain in 
the United States army.:The prin- 
cipal address of the occasion was 
made by W. C. Parker, a prominent 
attorney of Waycross, who also 
served as a chaplain during the 
war. The certificates were present- 
ed by Captain C. L. Redding, who 
served for many months in the 
trenches of France. The ceremony 
was held by the Ware County Post 
of the American Legion and all 
those taking part. in the program 
were prominent members of the 
legion. 

Legion Adopts Resolution. 

Pursuart to a resolution adopted 
at the Minneapolis convention, the 
American Legion has requested the 
honor and privilege of sharing in 
the memorial exercises of the Grand 
Army of the Republie and the Con- 
federate Veterans. 

The resolution of the American 
Legion provided “that the American 
Legion request the honor and privi- 
lege of participating in the memo- 
rial services of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and the Confederate 
Veterans, while they still live, and, 
after death, to be the agency which 
shall continue these services so that 
their graves and the graves of ali 
other American soldiers shall be 
fittingly preserved and the memory 
of their deeds be perpetuated upon 
the tablets of love and memory, and 
that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the commanders of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Confederate Veterans.” 

Franklin D’Olier, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, in 
a letter to the commanders, said: 
“In furtherance of the sentiment 
contained in this resolution, it is the 
desire of the American Legion. to 
receive an expression of the views 
of your organization on this sub- 
ject. It is believed that a more 
complete co-operation may be se- 
cured by a conference, and if it 
meets with your approval, a meet- 
ing will be arranged for at the 
national headquarters of the Ameri- 
ean Legion at Indianapolis, or else- 
where, if deemed advisable.” 

William Jones, commander-in- 
chief of the United Spanish War 
Veterans, has already expressed 
agreement with the purposes of the 
American Legion as above express- 
ed, and has recently written the 
commanders of the older veterans’ 
organizations to that effect. 


Smith Leaves Legionnaire. 

Tt has been announced that Kirk 
Smith, Jr., state adjutant of the 
legion in Georgia, has severed his 
connection from the _ board of di- 
rectorship of the Georgia Legion- 
naire. the official publication of the 
legion in this state. His place on 
the board will be taken by Harvey 
Evans, who will take over Mr. 
Smith’s interest and will be the 
new manager of the magazine. 

Mr. Smith, as adjutant of the le- 
gion in Georgia, has been kept ex- 
eeedingly busy in the work con- 
nected with the affairs of the legion 
and of the Legionnaire in addition 
to his regular profession. In light 
of these conflicting interests, Mr. 
Smith deemed it advisable to trans- 
fer his interests in the Legionnaire. 

Ceunter Plan for Bonuses. 

A plan has been offered by Le- 
zion Post No. 722, of New York city, 
to take place of the bonus for ex- 
service men measure now up before 
congress. A telegram was sent by 
this New York post to Franklin 
D’Olier, national commander,. call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
»resent income tax is proving quite 
to many of the returned 
soldiers and sailors, and advocating 
the support of a bill exempting 
former service men from payment of 
the income tax for a period of years 
so that they can regain their status 
which they held prior to their mili- 
tary service. 

The telegram in part reads as fol- 
lows: “We feel that by so doing 
you would render not only a great 
service but compensate a_ large 
number of the members of the le- 
sion. This may -be in lieu of 
bonuses, or in connection therewith, 
you would give them an opportunity 
to make up in a small way the loss 
that they incurred by serving their 
eountry during the war and help 
them to put their finances where 
they would have been had they re- 
mained at home and confined their 
to money making.”

The ceremony 
was held by the Ware County Post 
of the American Legion and all 
those taking part in the program 
were prominent members of the 
legion. 

Legion Adopts Resolution. 

Pursuart to a resolution adopted 
at the Minneapolis convention, the 
American Legion has requested the 
honor and privilege of sharing in 
the memorial exercises of the Grand 
Army of the Republie and the Con- 
federate Veterans. 

The resolution of the American 
Legion provided “‘that the American 
Legion request the honor and privi- 
lege of participating in the memo- 
rial services of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and the Confederate 
Veterans, while they still live, and, 
after death, to be the agency which 
shall continue these services so that 
their graves and the graves of ali 
other American soldiers shall be 
fittingly preserved and the memory 
of their deeds be perpetuated upon 
the tablets of love and memory, and 
that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the commanders of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Confederate Veterans.” 

Franklin D’Olier, national com- 
mander of.the American Legion, in 
a letter_% the commanders, said: 
“In Yurtherance of the sentiment 
contained in this resolution, it is the 
desire of the American Legion to 
receive an expression of the views 
of your organization on this sub- 
ject. It is believed that a more 
complete co-operation may be se- 
cured by a conference, and-if it 
meets with your approval, a meet- 
ing will be arranged for at the 
national headquarters of the Ameri- 
ean Legion at Indianapolis, or else- 
where, if deemed advisable.”

DR. VANCE TO BE CHIEF 
CONFERENCE SPEAKER 


Pastors Will Hold Big Meet- 


ing for Three Days, Be- 
ginning March 10. 


“The church faces a task which 
is staggering. but which is sub- 
lime,” declares Dr. James I. Vance, 
noted pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church of Nashville,” Tenn., 
who is to be the chief speaker at 
the opening session of the Georgia 
State Conference of Protestant Pas- 
tors to be held in Atlanta next 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
March 10, 11 and 12. This is one 
of the ten state conferences for 
pastors being conducted this month 
in the southeastern states under 
the auspices of the southeastern 
division of the interchurch world 
movement. 

The sessions will be held at the 
Central Congregational church, El- 
lis street and Carnegie Way. Dr. 
Vance is delivering the opening ad- 
dress, and will speak on “The Sig- 
nificance of the Interchurch World 
Movement.” Dr. Vanee in a recent 
address protesting the need for this 
movement before a Tennessee con- 
ference said: “The war has released 
forces in human society which will 
wreck the world if allowed to run 
wild, but which will usher into the 
kingdom if brought under the con- 
trol of the tlaw of love.” The 
church that thinks only of itself 
in this country is doomed. A church 
that prefers to walk alone will soon 
discover that its solitude is that of 
the city of the dead.

FOR COAL TIALD 


Investigations Show Se- 
rious Shortage in Atlan- 
ta Supply, Declares John 
A. Manget, Fair 
Commissioner. 


MAY SELL COAL TODAY. 

On account of the coal famine 
and the continuance of the cold 
weather, it has been announced 
by Mayor Key that coa] can be 
sold and delivered.today. In ad- 
dition to the venders of coal who 
deliver this commodity to the 
homes of consumers, the ruling 
also affects the delivery of coal 
to the people from coal yards. 


Price ] 


Maximum prices for coal in Atlan- 
ta were fixed Gaturday afternoon 
by John A, Manget, state fair price 
commissioner, following an investi- 
gation of conditions here. Mr. Man- 
get declared that his investigations 
revealed a serious shortage of coal 
in Atlanta yards, but the dealers, he 
states, are not taking advantage of 
the needs of the people. 

Following is the coal order issued 
Saturday afternoon: 

“Effective immediately, maximum 
prices of coal are fixed as follows 
for Atlanta: 

“From coal dealers to peddlers, $9 
a ton. 

“From peddlers 
small tub, 35 cents; 
cents. 

“From dealers to consumers 
rect, $9.75 a ton. 

“Any violations will be reported 
to government officials for {jmme- 
diate prosecution. Report viola- 


tions in person to 315 Connally 
building, or 533 Candler building.” 


Manget’s Statement. 


Together with the coal order, the 
following statement was issued by 
Mr. Manget: 

‘This order is directed mostly at the 
peddlers. I do not find that the prices 
fixed in the order for dealers have been 
exceeded. ‘The dealers, so far as I could 
ascertain, have been charging $9.75 to 
consumers and $9 to peddlers, the reduc- 
tion being for delivery at the yards. 

“But at the yards of the Jellico Coal 
company—which was charging the regula- 
tion price—I saw a long line of peddlers 
buying coal, and 1] am credibly informed 
that some of them are selling coal in small 
amounts at exorbitant prices to people who 
simply had to have coal—people with ill- 
ness in the family; poor people who had 
been caught without any coal by the pres- 
ent severe cold snap. 

“It is to fix a standard price for these 
peddlers that this order principally is de- 
signed. The prices of 35 cents for a small 
/tub and 50 cents for a large tub are the 
same as in normal times, and I feel that 
this restriction is just to both sides, It 
protects the small consumer, in dire need 
of fuel, and it does not work a hardship 
on the peddier, as he is getting his coal 
at the usual price from the dealer.’

HOOVER FIXED UNJUST 
PRICE ON COTTON SEED 


Costing Farmers Millions 
of Dollars While They 
Were Producing Corn, 
Wheat and Meat to Feed 
the Soldiers and Sailors.

.. Washington, March 6.—‘Why are 
the farmers of the nation so bitter 
against Herkert Hoover?’ asked an 
observer who has kept abreast of 
the drift. 

One of the members of the Georgia 
delegation in congress tonight made 


the following illuminating observa- 
tion in talking to a party of his 
colleagues, that helps to explain it 
so far as Georgia is concerned. 

“Not only did the democratic com-

After discussing the matter at 
some length he asked me to tabulate 
some figures as to production, range 
of prices, etc., and that he would do 
the same and that we would get 
together the following Wednesday 
and go over them. I did so, after 
talking with my colleagues, justify- 
ing our conclusion that $90 was a 
fair price to be fixed if any fixing 
had to be done, I met him by ap- 
pointment on the Wednesday in 
question and he had his figures and 
I had mine. 

Agreed $90 Fair Price 

Looking over both memorandums 
Mr. Hoover remarked that we were 
almost exactly paralleled and that 
he agreed with me that $930 was a 
fair price to fix. He then informed 
me that he had called the cotten 
crushers into conference.

Atlanta Superintendent 
Gives the Result of His 
Tour of Systems in St. 
Louis, Indianpolis, Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland. 


ATLANTA’S EQUIPMENT 
IS FAR BEHIND TIMES 


In Personnel and Class- 
room Work, However, 
He Finds That Local 
System Is Equal of Any 
Visited. 


“There must be an awakening in 
the south in regard to better school 
buildings and equipment. The north 
and west are watching us to see if 
we are going to keep pace with 
them,” declared W. F. Dykes, su- 
perintendgent of the Atlanta public 
schools, in a report given out Sat- 
urday of his study and observations 
made in a tour two weeks ago of 
the school systems of St. Louis, In- 
dianapolis, Cincinnati 
land. 

“While se cities are years and 
years eu pare Atlanta in the mat- 
ter of a asd equipment,” said 
the supenintendent, “as to the per- 
sonnel and the classroom work, I 
Saw nothing that surpassed our 
own Atlanta gchools.” 

In his trip. of two weeks Mr. 
Dykes visited and inspected nine- 
teen schools in the four cities named 
They @re most magnificent in their 
construction and appointment, he 
said, and every dollar invested in 
them is reflected in the welfare of 
the children. 

Furnishing Free Eduention. 

Mr. Dykes asserted that a study 
of these school systems épnvinced 
him that the west is doing every- 
thing possible to furnish thé right 
type of education to all classes and 
to make it as nearly frée as ad- 
visable, 

“There are schools for. cripples, 
for tubercular children, for the 
blind, for the deaf, for speech de- 
fectives, for mental defectives, for 
incorrigibles and for truants. Then 
there are sight-saving schools, un- 
graded schools, industrial schools 
for girls, part-time aff§co-opera- 
tive schools, and others,” he said. 

“Junior high schools are being 
used in all four pf the cities visited. 
Composite senior high schools are 
used altogether in St. Louis and 
Cincinnati, while’ Indianapolis and 
Cleveland have the differentiated or 
special type senjor high schools.” 

In St. Louis, stated Yr. Dykes, he 
found an almost ideal system of 
schools. -The St. Louis school board 
is elected by the people. The 
schools are supported by a special 
ax of 75 cents per hundred, which 
is paid directly to the board. The 
board owns a_ seven-story office 
building covering an acre of ground 
in the heart of the city. One en- 
tire lower floor is used for the of- 
fices of the superintendent and his 
assistants.

Bars His Name 
In California 


He Reiterates He Is Not 
a Candidate in a Tele- 
gram to Democratic 
Leaders. 


San Francisco, March 6.—Twenty- 
six candidates for delegates to the 
national convention were selected 
at a meeting of the democratic 
state central committee today. If 
the candidates named are succeéss- 
ful at the primary in May they will 
go to the convention uninstructed.

Washington, March 6.—After four

‘prolonged inquiry into the air pro- 
gram and its results. 

Even this announcement by the 
committee of the whole did not pass 
unchallenged, republicans and demo- 
crats disagreeing as sharply as they 
had during debate on the investi- 
gation committee reports. The dis- 
position made, however, was true 
to the program of republican lead- 
ers. Their spokesman during the 
debate declared the only purpose

gave the allies predominance of the 
air. Such “mistakes” as are admitted 
by these speakers were said to be 
only what were to be expected in 
so novel and gigantic an enterprise. 

Representatives Frear, Wiscon- 
sin, and Magee, New York, republi- 
cans of the investigating commit- 
tee, led in the attack on war depart- 
ment and aviation officials, sharp- 
ly arraigning them for acts and pol- 
icies in regard to aviation during 
the war. Representative Lea, Call- 
fornia, the democratic committee- 
man captained the democratic de- 
fense, supported by Representaive 
Flood, democrat, Virginia. 

Clesh Narrowly Averted. 

A clash between Chairman Frear 
and Representative Garrett, demo- 
crat, Tennessee, a miniority member 
of the committee, was narrowly 
averted several minutes after- the 
chairman began to speak. Mr. Frear 
charged Garrett with making false 
statements concerning him yester- 
day in the house, and the Tennessee 
member started towards Frear. 
Several democrats blocked the way 
and Mr. Garrett then asked that 
Frear’s charges be reported to the 
house. After the report was made 
Mr. Frear said he desired to “ab- 
solve Mr. Garrett from making such 
statements.” 

At the close of the debate under 
the special order that made it pos- 
sible the house automatically arose 
and Speaker Gillett, assuming the 
chair, was informed by the tem- 
porary presiding officer, Repre- 
sentative Hicks, republican, New 
York, that no decision had been mad 
by the house. Representative Gar- 
rett, democrat, Tennessee, asked if 
this course was “‘proper” since there 
was “nothing before the house” call 
ing for action. 

Speaker Gillett asked Mr. Garrett 
to suggest a better form, and get- 
ting none, held Mr. Hicks’ report 
was “proper,” and the house ad- 
journed. 

All investigations of the manage- 
ment of America’s aircraft program 
during the war have revealed “in- 
efficiency, irresponsibility and 
enormous waste of money,” Repre- 
sentative Frear, republican, Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the house com- 
mittee that made the latest inves- 
tigation, said. 

Bought Obsolete Planes. 


“Those in charge of the airplane 
production,” he declared, “say they 
bought 5,000 planes from France 
and other countries, but 2,000 of 
these were obsolete. General Per- 
shing testified he could not get 
enough training planes in France so 
the explanation that we relied up- 
on foreign governments shows we 
leaned on a broken reed.” 

The only American-built machines 
to reach the front, he added, “were 
notorious death traps.” He asserted 
that $50,000,000 was wasted on the 
production of these de Haviland 
fours, which, he added; were con- 
demned by every witness before the 
committee “as not fit for fighting 
purposes.” 

“In spruee production,” continued 
Mr. Frear, “Secretary Baker ignored 
all the loggers and lumbermen on 
the coast. and selected Colonel 
Disque, a warden of the Michigan 
penitentiary and former captain in 
the army, who knew nothing about 
lumbering. Colonel Disque tried to 
learn the business and surrounded 
himself with 30,000 soldiers who 
were largely clerks, lawyers, doc- 
tors, farmed out on cost plus con- 
tractor’s logging railroads in Wash- 
ington and Oregon. 

“Four cost-plius contractors were 
selected by Disque to get out lum- 
ber, and three of these, who got 
$55,000,000 in contracts, knew noth- 
ing about lumbering. The only con- 
tractor with any experience, swore 
he had been interfered with by 
under officers sent him by Disque, 
so three months were lost and 30,- 
000,000 feet of logs .prevented from 
reaching the market.” 

Others in charge of the air pro- 
gram, including John D. Ryan, Colo- 
nel Deeds and W. C. Potter, were 
complained by Mr. Frear for lack of 
experience in lumbering operations, 
which, he charged, resulted in waste 
of much money. 

Not One American Bullt Plane. 

Representative Magee, republican, 
New York, a member of the inves- 
tigation committee, told the house 
that not ne American bui 
battle plane\or purely bombing 
plane was proquced during the war 
from the expenditure of more than a 
billion dollars for aircraft. 

“The Liberty motor,” he said, “was 
the only achievement of merit of 
the American air service in the 
United States.” 

The 213 American built de Hav- 
iland planes sent to France, he said, 
“might be used for light day bom- 
bing.” He said these plans were 
“awkward and dangerous” in serv- 


ice. 

Criticism of the airplane lumber 
production in the Pacific north- 
west Was made by Mr. Magee, who 
argued that if experienced lumber- 
men of that locality Sad been or- 
ganized, all the lumber needed 
“would have been produced at mod- 
erate cost.” 

The employment of 30,000 soldiers, 
including officers, in the lumber 
operations was also attacked by 
Mr. Magee, who asserted the pay- 
ment to them of wages of $3 to $8 
a day was “in defiant violation of 
law.” John D. Ryan, director of 
aircraft production, he said; 
“heartily approved of these pay 
ments.” 

“Those who are responsible for this 
unlawful expenditure,” he added, 
“should be held strictly accountable 
therefor. The Siems-Carey-Ker- 
baugh corporation was actually 
paid by the war department a 7 
per cent commission on civilian 
wages paid to soldiers working for 
subcontractors in the construction 
eof the Lake Crescent railroad in 
excess of the compensation fixed by 
‘the congress.” 

Representative Lea, of California, 
democrat, asserted that the criti- 
cisms made by republican commit- 
teemen were “absurd contentions 
and. groundless conclusions.”

mately 2,000 pupils. The Cleveland 
is the newest and most modern high 
school building, but on account of 
the reputation of the Soldan, I se- 
lected that school. 
Soldan High School. 

The building occupies an entire 
block. It is located in a select res- 
idence section. I should say that It 
would cost a million and a half 


dollars to duplicate it at the present

time. It is built around a hollow 
square, The recitation rooms are on 
outside. Next the court is a 
hallway 18 feet wide, well lighted 
and beautifully furnished with pic- 
ture, frieze work and statuary. 
Many thousand dollars have been 
spent in beautifying these spacious 
corridors. 

The auditorium, laboratories, rest- 
rooms, library, gymnasium, swim- 
ming pools and lunchrooms were in 
keeping with the rest of the build- 
ing. Kach pupil is supplied with a 
steel locker. These are plaeed in 
rooms built for this purpose. The 
auditorium, seating 2,000, can be 
emptied in two minutes by way of 
twelve exits, 

I was particularly impressed with 
the luneh department of this school. 
The lunchrogm accommodates 1,000. 
The food is prepared atschool. The 
most modern hotel machinery is 
used, and everything is. thoroughly 
sanitary. All articles on the menu 
are sold for 5 cents each. This is 
made possible because the purchas- 
ing denartment buys food ‘in large 
quantities for all the high’ schools, 
and the schools sell to the pupils at 
cost. I saw a thousand .ehildren 


served in’ twenty minutes: after 
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they had eaten, the school was ready 
to serve another thousand. 

The building was so comfortably 
heated and the air in the rooms so 
pure, I asked to be allowed to see 
the heating plant. The airis brought 
in fresh from the outside, passed 


through a sheet of water, where it 
is Washed and given the proper 
amount of humidity; then it is heated 
and by means of fans, is forced into 
all the rooms. The air in each room 
is completely changed every ten 
minutes. No windows are ever 
raised. The heating is kept uniform 
by means of thermostats. By means 
of a dynamo the school is supplied 
with its own electric current. 
School for Negroes. 

The only other high school that I 
visited in St. Louis was the summer 
high school for negroes. I found 
this to be one of the best balanced 


partments that I saw anywhere. 
district high schools, the 


partment predominates, according 
to the section in which the school 
is located. In this school the three 
departments seemed to be equally 
supported. 

The high schools have six periods 
of fifty minutes each. The time of 
opening school is fixed by each 
school. There are department 
heads. 
head assistants, first assistants, 
second assistants and third assist- 
ants. The grouping is done entirely 
by the principal ana the salary 1s 
regulated accordingly. This is the 
only rule in the St. Louis system 
that I would eriticise. The teach- 
ers are graded by the principal un- 
der fortv-two heads. [IT do not un- 
dersthnd how this plan can be 
maintained without great friction. 


St. Louis Normal, 


Leaving the high schools, my 
next visit was to the Harris (teach- 
er training) college. I found here 
the secret of the success of the St. 
Louis system. All teachers in the 
elementary schools are chosen from 
the graduates of this normal school. 
There are 250 in attendance at the 
present time. Students are admit- 
ted from any part of the state. On 
this account the state appropriates 
$45,000 per year to the St. Louis 
board. This amount is sufficient to 
pay the salaries of all the teachers 
in the school. In addition to the 
regular normal course, the school 
does extension work for the teach- 
ers. Seven hundred and fifty of 
them are now doing this extension 
work in the afternoon. The Wyman 
observation school is located on the 
adjoining lot. All new methods are 
tested and the results determined 
in this school before they are intro- 
duced into the St. Louis system, 

In addition to training the teach- 
ers properly before they are em- 
ployed this school stimulates the 
teachers afterwards by the inspira- 
tional courses offered in the after- 
noon classes. Inconnection with the 
school is @ teachers’ library of 30.000 
volumes. These books are orderedby 
eatalog and delivered to each school 
by the schoo! truck oncece a week. 
Dr. Withers, the superintendent of 
the St. Louis schools, was formerly 
president of this school], and is fully 
appreciative of the great work it 
is doing. It is the backbone of the 
system. 

The only thing unusual that T 
noticed in the observation school 
was the’ use of tables and chairs 
instead of desks in the first-grade 
rooms. St. Louis’‘also has one year 
of kindergarten in addition to eight 
years in the elementary schools. 


Educational Museum. 


no 


The most unique feature of the 
St. Louis schools is the educational 
museum. All laboratory material, 
maps and eharts used in teaching 
the various subjects are prepared 
at this museum and sent by truck 
once a week to the different schools. 
A curator and five assistants are 
emploved to keep up this museum. 
The collection of food products, 
clothing, rocks, birds, fish and anl- 
mals is comsiderable. It is a great 
aid to the teachers to vyhhave pre- 
pared for them at this museum any 
specimens needed in their classroom 
Te ticles and models illustrating 
the life and occupations of the dif- 
ferent peoples of the world are very 
helpful in. teaching georgraphy and 
history. 

Open Air School. 

I was: greatly interested in the 
open-air school at St. Louis. Pu- 
pils are assigned to it by the schocl 
doctor only when they are inclined 
to be tubercular. No one actually 
‘having tuberculosis is allowed to 
attend. The children are weighed 
onee a month, charts are kept show-

A 
daily bath at school is compulsory. 

A dentist is furnished to keep their 
teeth in proper condition. They 
are required to sleep on cots one 
period during the day. This is 
the hardest task the children have 
to perform. The school is doubtless 
saving the lives of many children, 


Special. Classes. 


The St. Louis schools are particu- 
larly considerate of the mental de- 
fectives. For each group of about 
25, the board buys a nice residence 
away from the schools and turns it 
over them. Two teachers are 
assigned to é@ach of these groups. 
best folk dances I saw 


The other schools I saw in St. 
Louis were: The Lewis Clark Ele- 
mentary school, the deaf school and 
the Blewett Junior High school. 

I found all elementary teachers 
doing group work, either with A and 
B sections in one room, or, in case 
of all A or B pupils, grouping them 
according to capacity. The super- 
ifttendent is advocating quarterly 
promotions in the elementary 
schools. Semi-annual promotions 
are now in vogue in those that have 
not introduced the quarterly pro- 
motion plan. 

Evening schools are conducted in 
the high schools three inghts 
per week for high school subjects 
and two nights per week for ele- 
entary subjects. 2,500 children are 
taught in business houses during 
certain work hours. 

All books e furnished free. EI- 
ementary § ols are districted and 
if a child 48 sent a mile from his 
home, his car fare is paid. 


Junior High School. 
‘The Blewett Junior High school 
was established in St. Louis in Sep- 
tember, 1917. The school is in the 
same district as the Soldan High 


school and the Lewis. Clark Elemen- 
tary school, both of which I visited. 
In accordance with the St. 
plan, this school was tried out be- 
fore any other junior high schools 
were ocntemplated. The superin- 
tendent is satisfied with the results 
and the board has purchased seven 
lots for junior high school buildings. 

I found at this school more free- 
dom and initiative allowed the chil- 
dren than in any of the other St. 
Louis schools. The periods are 55 
minutes and supervised study is 
used to some extent. I heard a his- 
tory recitation at this school. The 
topical plan was used for the as- 
signment of the lesson and the reci- 
tation was socialized. 

Incidentally I learned that the 
principals of the elementary schools 
did not relish the idea of having 
their schools reduced from eight 
grades to six nor did the senior 
high school principals enjoy giving 
up their first grades, nor did the 
seventh and eighth grade pupils 
like the idea of going a little far- 
ther to school than they had been 
accustomed. Time, of course, will 
overcome these objections. They 
are not serious. It is generally 
agreed among educators that the 
junior high school is desirable, 
though it has not yet passed 
through the experimental stage and 
has not become. standardized in 
methods and courses of study. 


Indianapolis Schools. 


In Indianapolis new high school 
buildings are needed. Three million 
dollars, however, is available for 
1920, and three million more for 
1921. When money is needed for 
schools in the west, it is immediate- 
ly forthcoming. 

In one of the high schols, I dis- 


covered that bricklaying was being |

I spent a part of a day mosi pleas- 
antly in visiting Elementary School, 
No. 60, in Indianapolis.

A_ second 
grade teacher was teaching her. 
class in three groups. A fifth grade 
teacher was doing some excellent 
work in silent reading with one 
group, while the other group was 
preparing .an arithmetic lesson: 
Sewing is taught from the fourth 
through the eighth grade. Manual 
training and domestic science are 
taught in the sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades. A school paper is 
edited and printed by thes pupils 
of this elementary school. The cover 
pages are designed by tho pupils 
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are printed are made by them. 

The elementary schools in all the 
cities I visited are dsimissed for an 
hour and a half at noon and the 
pupils allowed to go home for 
lunch. 

I was much interested in the 
probationary school at Indianapo- 
lis. It is equipped with a work- 
shop in which these boys maké 
many useful articles.

There are three buildings, the 
main building, the technological and 
the gymnasium. Connecting these 
three buildings is an immense 
Stadium for athletic games. The 
campus consists of seventeen acres 
with picturesque landscape. As you 
cross a bridge on the campus, you 
are greeted by a tall clock tower 
with inscriptions on each side of its 
stone base. The main twuilding rep- 
resents the most modern ideas in 
school architecture. The building is 
the floors are 
concrete; the stairs are made of 
metal and concrete with brass hand 
rails. Each stairway is inclosed 
with steel and glass fireproof doors. 
Similar doors are placed at inter- 
vals in the corridors to prevent the 
spread of fire. Steel lockers are 
built in the walls. 

The library is a work of art. The 
furniture is manogany and the wall 


decorations artistic in every detail. | 


The building is equipped with a 
beautiful auditorium with all mod- 
ern appliances including a motion 
picture booth and outfit. A lunch 
room for the pupils, a lunch room 
for the teachers, study halls, rest 
rooms, emergency rooms, and a con- 
ference room where each teacher 
has a place for a conference with 
the pupils, are features of the build- 
ing. Chairs are used in the recita- 
tion rooms in place of desks. Port- 
able desks are being used in all 
the new schools.

Commissioner J. J. Brown 
Declares Days of Staple 
Are Numbered Unless 
Business Men Wake Up 
to Farmers’ Crisis. 


Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown, who returned to his office 
yesterday, after some time spent 
in a study of the cotton situation 
in south Georgia and other sections 
of the state, declared that the days 
in the sopth 
Georgia and other sections of the 
&tate, declared that the days of cot- 
tom production in the south and in 
the world were numbered unless 
the business interests of the country 
wake up to the seriousness of the 
crisis which now faces the cotton 
planter. 

“The world needs cotton,” said 
Mr. Brown, “far more than the 
southern farmer needs to produce 
it. It must be produced or some 
other clothing fabric substituted to 
take its place. It can never be pro- 


m duced again under the old condi- 
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tions. 

“In the first place labor condi- 
tions will not permit it. Every- 
where in Georgia I found cities and 
small towns crowded to their hous- 
ing eupacity with newcomers in 
many places living In tents. On the 
other hand, more tenant houses are 
vacant on the farms then ever be- 
fore Labor has gone to the tuwns 
because the higher wages and bet- 
ter living advantages have attract- 
ed it there. 

Problem of Labor. 

“There is only one way in which 
it can be induced to return to the 
country. That is to pay the farm- 
er enough for his product to enable 
him to bid against the city employer. 
No man will work on a farm with 
sunrise to sunset hours for $2 or 
‘ven $03 per day when he cian get 
$4 to $6 for shorter hours in town. 
‘The labor situation for the Geor- 
gia farmer is almost indescribable. 
As conditions now are he cannot 
pay the prices offered by the cities 
even with cotton at 40 cents per 
pound when the advanced prices 
of everything else needed on the 
farm are taken into consideration. 
As he cannot get the-labor he can- 
not plant the cotton. 

“I beileve that Georgia farmers 
this year will plant every acre in 
cotton that they can possibly work. 
probably more than their situation 
warrants, but we are not going to 
see an increnase,.in cotton produc- 
tion. Qne thing our farmers are 
learning and that is the folly of 
pleniiue more then they can culti- 
vate. I believe that ten acres to 
the mule is a maximum that will be 
generally observed, and in many 
cases, it will not be more than seven 
and a half acres. 

“Increase in cotton acreage un- 
der present conditions does not 
mean increased production and the 
farmer knows it. The boll weevil 
has st least taught him that. 

“This brings us to the second con- 
dition which makes the production 
~~ oe the: 22° 9n *&h9 old 
sesle a thing of the. past. That ts 
eotten’s insect enemics. With the 
spread of the boll weevil practically 
over the entire cotrion belt, it is 
useless to talk about pkanting the 
old acreage makin g cotton in the 
va believe that with scien- 
tific maangement and. greatly re- 
duced acreage, cotton can still be 
produced under weevil conliticns 
but better inducements than are 
now offered 
given to make him do it. If scien- 
tific farming is to supplant the old 
wastful tennant cropping system, 
the possessors of this. scientific 
knowledre must be extended more 
hope of reward.

An 
amendment proposed by Mr. Kellogg 
and providing that the limitation 
should not apply to the proportion- 
ate share of the United States in 
the expenses of the office force and 
the secretary general of the league. 
The Kellogg amendment was adopte 
ed, 55 to 12, the bitter-enders op- 
posing it. The reservation as amend- 
ed then was adopted, 46 to 25, eight 
democrats voting with the repub- 
licans. They were Thomas, Cham- 
berlain, Pomerene, Gore, Myers, 
Reed, Shields and Smith, of Georgia. 

Just before the senate adjourned 
Senator Harry S. New, republican, 
of Indiana, offered the proposed 
substitute for the reservation relat- 
ing to the leagye provisions for re- 
duction of armaments.

“BITTER-ENDERS” 
AGAIN PRONOU 
PEACE PACT DEAD 


Washington, March 6.—(By Asso- 
clated Press.)—The move to bring 
President Wilson actively into the 
peace treaty compromise negotia- 
tions got such a setback at the 
white house today that the irrecon- 
cilable senate opponents of ratifi- 
cation again pronounced the treaty 
dead and gave notice that they 
would move Monday to bring the 
debate speedily to an end. 

Officials close to the president 
declared that democratic senators 
already were fully advised of the 
attitude of the executive and that 
compromise proposals should be ad- 
dressed not to Mr. Wilson, but to 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
the republican leader in the senate. 
It was not revealed whether the 
president would grant the requested 
conference with Senator Simmons, 
of North Carolina, representing the 
senate democrats, in a final effort 
for. compromise, but the white 
house officials intimated that they 
thought further efforts to alter 
the president’s views would be su- 
perfluous. 


Caused Disappoin tment. 


The president’s attitude toward 
further conferences on the treaty 
with democratic senators as re- 
flected at the White House was 
learned with manifest disappoint- 
ment by democratic and republican 
Senators who have been working 
for a compromise. It was said the 
negotiations would continue, but 
many senators predicted that if Mr. 
Wilson declined to'consider further 
compromise proposals the hope of 
ratification would be greatly dimin- 
ished. 

Among some of the republicans, 
however, it was predicted that a 
refusal to see Senator Simmons 
would result in further defections 
from the administration ranks in 
the senate and might lead toa break | 
sufficient to secure acceptance of 
the republican reservations. 

The compromise proposals Senator 
Simmons had planned to present to 
the president were worked out in 
negotiations between substantial 
groups of the two parties with 
Senator Simmons acting for thes 
democrats and Senator Watson, of 
Indiana, for the republicans. The 
two party leaders had kept in the 
background, but there has been a 
general belief if the President 
would approve the proposal, vir- | 
tually all elements except irre- 
concilable opponents of ratification 
could be brought into line. 


Reiterated Opposition. 


In his talk with Senator Glass 
two weeks ago the president is 
understood to have reiterated in 
general terms his opposition to any 
reservation on article ten which 
would invalidate the obligations of 
the United States under that article. 
Some of his warmest supporters in 
the senate, however, believed until 
today today that the conrpromise 
proposal as now framed might meet 
with his approval. 

The president’s stand caused 
much rejoicing in the camp of the 
irreconcilables, who said it meant 
“one more “nail in the coffin of the 
treaty.”

Major Stoddard, who is stopping 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania, and is 
on his way to, Washington, spent 
two years abroad with the army, 
and being from the greatest silver 
and gold-producing' state in all 
America, took more than a pass- 
ing interest in the evident scarcity 
of silver in European and other 
foreign countries. . 

World Short of Silver. 


“The world is short of silver for 
commercial purposes, ’he said. “The 
situation is particularly acute in 
Kurope. This fact was brought 
to my attention during my service 
as an officer in the American ex- 
peditionary forces in England and 
France. After the armistice, fol- 
lowed by the rising price of silver 
bullion, silver coins began to dis- 
appear in France, England and 
Switzerland to such an extent that 
France and England were com- 
pelled to enact”. stringent laws 
against the melting and hoarding 
of silver coins. 

“Notwithstanding these laws, the 
practice of melting and hoarding 
has continued until those coun- 
tries are now facing a real crisis, 
not only in the matter of securing 
more silver for coinage, but. prin- 
cipally of preventing the disap- 
pearance of existing subsidimry sil- 
ver coins. In a further effort to 
solve the problem tho nations 
have been driven to the expediency 
of issuing paper money in small de- 
nominations, which the people ac- 
cept with considerable reluctance. 


Silver Bullion Disappearing. 


“Since my return to America, I 
find that, following the rise in the 
price of silver above $1.29 an ounce, 
silver dollars have begun to di3- 
appear from circulation, and there 
is evidence of a dangerous tendency 
in our own country toward the 
melting and hoarding of silver 
coins. To meet this situation the 
United States government, througn 
the federal reserve board, under 
the Pittman act, recently released 
over $70,000,000 from the treasury 
with the view of stabilizing the 
price of silver. This can hardly 
afford more than temporary relief, 
and the government may be forced

CamouflagedBySensations

London, March 6.—Europe today 


is camouflaged by sensations, startl- 
ing developments in France, Italy, 
England, Germany, Austria and Po- 
land obscure the normal conditions 
and the reconstruction endeavors f 
all these countries. Strikes, threats, 
starvation, suffering, intrigue, 
hatred, disorder and murders are 
heralded by an excited and feverish 
population and proclaimed by the 
newspapers. People and press alike 
accustomed to war sensations, per- 
mit the peace sensations of today 


developments just surprise at- 
tacks and trench raids during the 
war obscured the . general staff 
Strategy. Today the strategy of the 
peoples and governments of Europe 
is overshadowed by sensations. 
What the public of America’sees 
today as it views Europe is mostly 
camouflage. From our observation 
point we see only flashes ‘from the 
lighthouses of Europe. We inter- 
pret sensational developments as 
danger signals, forgetting that when 
one is safely living and working 
withif a country, whether England, 
France, Italy, Belgium or Switzer- 
one does not see the. light- 
by the 


land, 
houses and is not folled 
camouflage. 


* Some Bright Prospects. 


Despite the French railway strike, 
hunger and disintegration in. Vienna, 
socialism in-Italy, monarchist plot- 
ting in Germany, and the war of 
words and ideas in England—despite 
these hourly sensations . which 
spread with the rapidity of war ru- 
mors-—there is something more sub- 
stantial, more encouraging, more 
hopeful, in Europe. In Belgium to- 
day the output of coal is ninety- 
five per cent of what it was in 
1914. Brussels, according to 4ll ob- 
sérvers is cleaner, gayer and more 
prosperous than before the war. 
France for:the moment iS at grips 
with the radical leaders of labor 
as .we were in America in Septem- 
ber and as England was earlier. 
Furope is as confident of a peace- 
ful outcome, with the public suc- 
cessful, as .we were in the United 
States. 

In England, while Handley-Page 
forecasts “flivver”’ aeroplanes which 
can be kept in coal sheds, British 
merchants and financiers are plan- 
ning an extensive domestic and 
world trade with every confidence 
in the future. The German embas- 
sy is being re-decorated and Rieh- 
ard Strauss is to be played Satur- 
day in Queens ‘hall. Opposed to the 
labor movement for nationalization 
is another organization which in 
great posters and huge advertise- 
ments announces “nationalization— 
the consumer pays. We cannot af- 
ford to ruin’ Britain in order to 
prove that a Fabian may be a fool, 
While theorists think the public 
knows that the profits of all private 
enterprise taken over by the state 
have automatically become losses,” 
etc. Two years azo when the Ger- 
mans launched their March of- 
fensive there were dark days’ and

Sharp Contrasts. 


As I traveled through these allied 
countries I was impressed by the 
contrasts—by the conditions in 
England before and during the war 
and now, by the conditions in 
France in 1918 and today—as much 
as I] was impressed by the similarity 
of the outward aspects of London, 
Paris, Geneve, Philadelphia, Min- 
neapolis, St. Louis or of any large 
American city. In the first place, 
with the exception of the war 
dumps where billions of dollars of 
used and rotting war supplies are 
heaped, England has not changed 
much. Railroad travel 


is just as. 


comfortable, in some instances more. 


comfortable, than 
visited England first. The streets, 
hotels and shops of London are just 
as crowded and busy as ever. It is 
true that there is under-production, 
that everyone jis talking either of 
nationalization or its criticising the 
excessive taxes or denouncing the 
extravagance of the governments. 
There-is a serious shortage of coal 
production, byt railways and fac- 
tories, mines and ships are being 
operated, warehouse space is at a 
premium, prohibition is hotly debat- 
ed, food prices are high and con- 
stantly increasing. A millionaire 
member of parliament has opened 
on the Strand a clothing shop, sell- 
ing at reduced prices and the police 
have to Keep the crowds back and 
protect the store. Expensive private 
automobiles are beginning to ap- 
pear in great numbers. There’s a 
growing tendency toward consoli- 
dation of capital. Newspapers daily 
carry announcements of stock and 
bond sales for new corporations, 
consolidations and expansions. 
Apartments and houses are at a 
premium. 
Streets Are Dark. 


Paris is very similar to London in 
external appearance today. Even at 
night the streets are dark, due to a 
lack of coal. The night life of Paris 
has come back with a flourish, pat- 
ronized mostly by foreigners, among 
them a large number of American 
“sight-seers.” It is not an uncom- 
mon sight to see a group of Red 
Cross nurses, escor€ed by some brave 
American, in a corner of some danc- 
ing cafe with a bottle of champagne 
on the table, which they do not 
drink, but buy because they think 
they have to, to watch the dancers. 
those Americans who do not 
drink in Europe today are Very de- 
cidedly in the minority. 

In the last two weeks Icrossed 
France over three routes. Almost 
anything could be had for tips, but 
nothing is obtainable without them. 
Twenty to fifty francs would. buy 
anything a conductor had. During 
the war it was virtually impossible 
to-obtain a sleeper—but. not today. 
At least not before the strike. Fre- 
quently I observed section gangs re- 
pairing the railway lines.

It 
has lowered production; but it has 
furnished new conceptions of the 
work of capital, industry and com- 
merece. Whether these new ideas 
are practical or advisable, and for 
the good of society, is another mat- 
ter entirely, and While they are be- 
ing debated Europe is not ready to 
pass judgment thereon. 

People in Earnest. 


The significant factors of Europe, 
it seems to me, are the earnestness 
with which the public everywhere is 
considering changes, the earnestness 
with which business interests are 
attacking vital and disturbing prob- 
lems, and the very widespread evi- 
dences of new men and women en- 
tering politics and appearing before 
the public as leaders. In the gov- 
ernmentis themselves this is not evi- 
dent yet, but within a year, if not 
earlier, even the camouflage of the 
present political leaders will wear 
away, for the future of Europe will 
be_an industrial and commercial fu- 
ture, and the new leaders will be 
men who are experts in business, 
not “bosses” and jugglers of poli- 
tics. European countries need just 
what America needs—a business ad- 
ministration by business men, and 
in England and Italy these men are 
forging to the front. So are they 
in Germany, Belgium and Switzer- 
land as well as in France, although 
in that country capital and the syn- 
dicalists instead of appearing to 
be getting together are separating. 

If “Europe is handicapped today 
by idleness, it is due not alone to 
exaggerated ideas of what the work- 
ers think business can pay, it is 
due not alone to‘hatred of profiteers 
and indignation because of high 
prices, but to the muddled political 
status of Europe. Thirteen months 
after the armistice still finds many 
of the most important peace ques- 
tions still unsettled. It does not 
seem to me that anyone could travel 
in Europe today without being im- 
pressed by the fact, that if some of 
these vexing political issues were 
settled the economic difficulties of 
Europe could rapidly be adjusted. 

What America’s delay in ratifying 
the peace treaty has cost—Europe 
can never be calculated, but it has 
had a staggering effect which Il 
shall discuss in the next and last 
article of this series.

NEWSPAPERS URGED 


TO CUT USE OF PAPER 


New York, March 6.—Immediate 
reduction of 10 per cent in con- 
sumption of news-print paper by 
all newspapers, and a request to ad- 


vertisers to reduce their space 10 per 
cent “during the present emergen- 
cy,” were urged in a resolution 
adopted here today by the board of 
directors and paper committee of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation. In case advertisers will 
not co-operate, the resolution ad- 
vises publishers to raise their ad- 
vertising rates sufficiently to bring 
about the proposed reduction. 
Appreciable saving already has 
been effected, according to commit- 
tees in charge of the campaign for 
news-print conservation. A majori- 
ty of pewspapers are reported to be 
co-operating in such economies as 
cutting size and number of editions, 
eliminating wastage, increasing sell- 


ing prices and raising advertising! 


rates.- Increased demands for adver- 
tising space, however, have inter- 
fered with the campaign to bring 
the consumption of news-print 
within the limits of the present mill 
production. 

“The general sentiment of 
lishers attending the meeting,” the 
resolution states, “Was that the sit- 
uation, while serious, does not justi- 
fy government action, the passage 
of the various measures which have 
beeg introduced in congress, the 
belief being that the results already 
achieved, the higher price for spot 
paper and the adoption by newspa- 
pers generally of the spirit of the 
resolutions above will meet the sit- 
uation.” 

Reports of the inability of small 
newspapers to obtain paper may 
have been exaggerated, the resolu- 
tion adds, because only a meager 
response was drawn by the associa- 
tion’s request to 2,500 small papers 
for information of those unable to 
get news-print in rolls. The asso- 
ciation wishes to be of service in 
this respect by placing the papers 
in distressintouch with sources of 
supply. 

“For this purpose,” the resolution 
continues, “‘the information needed 
is minimum quantity necessary for 
balance of 1920, statement of sizes, 
of present supply, its source, ton- 
nage and price, 
circulation and advertising volume 
at present time, as compared with 
corresponding period of last year.”

They further assert ss aevenees 
educators everywhere are realizing 
that the fairs take up the educa- 
tion of most of the people of the 
agricultural states where the schools 
and colleges leave off. In fact, 
they state, the fairs are now under- 
going the experience of the schools 
and colleges in -their early § exist- 
ence. Then, all educational insti- 
tutions were supported by private 
subscriptions. 

Now the fairs of Georgia are usu- 
ally organized and supported by a 
few progressive and enthusiastic 
citizens in each community. If the 
weather is good and the “flu” does 
not conflict, most of the fairs man- 
age to succeed and do the work 
for which they were organized. 

There are a hundred reasons in 


the opinion of the committee for 
state support for the fairs and not 
one against it, and they solicit the 
co-operation of all who are inter- 
ested in the proper development of 
Georgia to do their share in the aid 
of getting a bill passed by the 
next legislature providing for the 


fairs just the same as other edu- 
cational institutions.

London, March 6.—Financial edi- 
tors of London morning newspapers

| Shipment of gold to New York and

is not gold enough available here 
for the shipment of amounts ‘which 


have been suggested and, in any 
event, the amount of gold that could 
be shipped would not be sufficient 
to affect exchange conditions. 

Opinion is expressed by the fin- 
ancial expert of the London Times 
that the rise in sterling may be 
readily explained by the decision to 
repay the Anglo-French loan and 
a freer disposition on the part of 
American houses having knowledge 
of that decision to purchase sterl- 
ing bills. The financial editor of 
the Daily News thinks the main 
cause of the improvement in ex- 
change is satisfactory evidence that 
low exchange is working its own 
cure. He says steamers arriving 
from the United States are carrying 
smaller cargoes while on the other 
hand Great Britain is selling more 
goods than ever in the United States 
thus creating a favorable condition 
of trade. 

In its editorial columns, the Times 
Says the announcement that the 
British and French governments 
have decided not to renew the 100,- 
000,000 pounds sterling Anglo- 
French loan falling due in October 
will come as much of a surprise to 
financial circles here as Thursday’s 
sharp rise in sterling exchange in 
New York shows it to have oc- 
casioned there. 

It remained to be seen, the news- 
paper continues, whether it is in- 
tended to provide the 50,000,000 
pounds sterling in gold which it has 
been suggested be shipped to New 
York out of the stocks held by the 
banks of England and France, or 
whether it is intended to purchase 
the current output of new gold.

Dissappointment Felt 
In Week’s Stock Trend 


While Some _ Recovery 
Was Made, It Was 
Shown Bulls Have No 
Chance in Securities. 


By Cc. H. Platt. 
New Yerk, March 6.—(Special.)— 
A badly oversold : position in the 


stock market, in conjunction with a 
number of very favorable news de- 
velopments, brought about a good 
recovery in stock prices during the 
past week, but it could not be said 
in any way that the market showed 
Signs of turning to the bull side. In 
fact, in consideration of the news, it 
was not a satisfactory recovery to 
many people who had expected a 
big buying movement in the rail- 
road stocks after the president 
signed the bill restoring the roads 
to private ownership. The money 
situation placed a damper on any 
hopes of a bull movement, and while 
the extremely pessimistic atmos- 
phere has been cleared away to 
large extent, there is little pos- 
sibility of a bull market for some 
time to come. The security market 
is well liquidated, for the present 
at least, and loans on stocks have 
been greatly reduced, but the credit 
and financial situation in other 
lines of business is not good and 
thére would be little chance of 
keeping money rates down if there 
Should be a sudden extensive buy- 
ing’ movement in securities. 

The supreme court decision in the 
Steel corporation case, finding that 
it is not a trust and does not have 
to dissolve, would ordinarily have 
had vast market influence not only 
on that stock, but on that of many 
others which might have been 
placed in a bad position if a com- 
bination like the Stee] corporation 
should have been found illegal. The 
recovery in foreign exchange and a 
better bank position here were two 
other factors on the side of higher 
prices oy might have been re- 
sponsible r much further strength 
than was seen, if it were not that 
at this time there is no hope of at- 
tracting a big following into the 
market. Taking the situation as a 
whole, it would seem that for the 
present declines in securities are 
not liable to be heavy, with fair 
prospects of a gradual advance in 
prices for the next few weeks under 
quiet trading conditions. There has 
been so much stock sold and there 
is so little incenive to the bears 
that it is probable that only some 
new unfavorable developments 
could bring about any further liqui- 
dation. 


Small Bull Drive Possible. 


On the other hand, if- some of the 
uncertainties which are overhang- 
ing the banking and financial worid 
Should be cleared up it is possible 
that later in the spring there might 
be a small bull market. Wall street 
as a whole, however, does not see 
much hope for real strength in the 
market for at least six months, and 
there are many people close to the 
market who think that in a few 
weeks there will be a new wave of 
liquidation and new low records, 
though for the moment those hold- 
ing this view think prices are go- 
ing{a@ little higher. T extreme 
pessimists think that the will be 
a real panic in the summer or au- 
tumn. With such uncertainty exist- 
ing the public is not at all interest- 
ed in buying stocks now, that is for 
speculation. There has. been a cer- 
tain amount of investment -buying, 
but even this has not been of much 
influence, although there is no 
question but that some of the sea- 
soned securities are at prices which 
offer practically certain hope of 
profit in the long run. 

There is a growing disposition in 
banking, financial and . security 
market circles to “wait and see” in 
regard to some of the dire predic- 
tions that are made or inferred by 
those recognized as authorities on 
matters of economies. No question 
exists, but that tangible evidence of 
the beginning of deféation can be 
seen in some commodities and man- 
ufactured goods. If this process is 
to continue at the same slow pace 
that it is starting, it may be severa) 
years in attaining completion, 
which would mean little disturbance 
to business or finance. Those pre- 
dicting that the shaking out of 
specHlative holdings of all kinds, of 
over-extended loans, etc., will cause 
trouble, say that the very slowness 
of action means that another “push” 
will have to be given by the federal 
reserve bank, or else that the 
“whole house of cards,” as one au- 
thority referred to the borrowing 
condition of the country, is “toppled 
over of its own lack of stability.” 

Some of the most important bank- 
ing authorities say that things will 
right themselves and that there will 
not be any banking or business ais- 
turbance. Opposed to this, how. 
ever, close students of conditions 
who have no direct interest in busi- 
ness Or no reason for wishing to 
allay fears that these men consider

All to Be Decided. 


All of these decisions will be made 
by the interstate commerce commis- 


; 


sion. Upon their valuation plan the 
earnings may be found to be more 
in some cases, and less in others 
than 5% per cent on the stock of the 
roads. For example, thé total capi- 


talization of a road, bonds. notes 
and stocks may be, say $100,000,000: 
The. I. C. CC. may value that road 
at $60,000,000, or at $200,000,000, al- 
lowing 5% per cent on this valua- 
tion to be earned through the rates 
on freight in its district. In the 
former case, on $60,000,000 vValua- 
tion, it is evident that there would 
not be meuch for dividends on stocks 
after paying bond interest and other 
Prior charges. In the latter case 
there might be as much as 10 to 1d 
per cent left aver after interest, etc.. 
for the stocK. Hence, the matter 
of how the\stocks of various roads 
will fare¥ill be in doubt until the 
Valuation totals are made known. 
There is a better demand for the 
low-priced railroad stocks, however, 
on the theory that they represent 
roads which have the best chance 
of improving their condition under 
the net return Which will be possi- 
ble after September 1. 

Advances of $1 a barrel in some 
districts and 50 cents in others 
have been made in the past fort- 
night in crude oil prices. Despite 
the higher quotations for ptroleum 
during the past six months, there 
has not been any material increase 
in production, and there are some 
fears that a heavy drain on storage 
oil may be made this year. Several 
promising new fields are under de- 
velopment, and exploration work is 
going on all over the country, but 
at the present time actual produc- 
tion is about equal to consumption, 
while in the next few months there 
will be a great increase in consump- 
tion owing to the spring and sum- 
mer demand for automobile fuel and 
lubricants. Gasoline prices have 
been advanced in all districts. Busi- 
ness authorities who are looking fo 
a gradual, and possibly rapid, de- 
Cline in commodity prices in gen- 
eral in the near future do not ex- 
pect that there will be any decline 
in petroleum prices until some enor- 
mous new producing area is discov- 
ered and in actual operation. Many 
of the older pools are declining 
rapidly, while the shortage of ma- 
terial for drilling in some districts 
has caused a withholding of out- 
put that had ben counted upon. 


Metals and Cotton. 


The copper market has been dull 
with moderate inquiries for both 
home and export business. Such 
sales as have been made have been 
at tabout 19 cents a pound. Pro- 
ducing interests are not worried 
owing to the further curtailment of 
production. Some mines have closed 
down entirely and many of them 
are not operating 50 per cent of full 
capacity. 

Further large sales of steel prod- 
ucts are reported and the industry 
seems to be assured of additional 
business in large volume over the 
next six month at least. Prices are 
still tending towards, althoughr the 
fear that there might be a runaway 
market seems to have passed. The 
February unfilled tonnage figures 
are expected to show large tin- 
creases, not only because of the 
large amount of business booked, 
but also because of the enormous 
amount of business that could not 
be taken off the books owing to 
the car shortage and the freight 
tie-up due to the heavy snowstorms 
all over the north and west last 
month. Heavy buying of cars and 
locomotives, also rails, for the rail- 
roads is expected, which means fur- 
ther prosperity and large orders for 
the steel companies. 

Although traders as a whole seem 
to be still on the bear side, the cot- 
ton market was firm during much 
of the past week. Until there is 
selling of spot cotton in heavy vol- 
ume the expectations of bears that 
prices will crack sharply have little 
chance of being realized. It may so 
happen that export demand will im- 
prove sufficiently to offset the 
gradual pressure of liquidation of 
long contracts, and there are some 
possibilities that the professional 
element may find a surprisingly 
etrony market hefore lon.

: Old Decision. 


'Well informed Wall street recall- 
ed in studying this week’s Steel 
corporation decision that the su- 
preme caurt, in its Northern Securl- 
ties decision, declared “The mere 
existence of such a combination and 
the power acquired by the holding 
company as trustee for the combi- 
nation, constitutes a menace to, and 
a restraint upon, that freedom of 
commerce which congress intended 
to recognize and protects and which 
the public is entitled to have pro- 
tected.” 

Again the Northern Securities de- 
cision declared: “Many suggestions 
were made in argument based upon 
the thought that the anti-trust act 
would in the end prove to be mis- 
chievous. Disaster to business and 
widespread financial ruin, it has been 
intimatéd, will follow the execution 
of {ts provisions.

Suceestions of Disaster. 

“The 4tigeestion of disaster to busi- 
ness have, we apprehend, their 
origin in the zeal of parties who are 
opposed. to the policy underlying the 
act of congress, or are interested 
in the result of the particular case; 
at any rate, the suggestions imply 
that the country may and ought to 
refuse the enforcement of the pro- 
Visions of the act if, in its judg- 
ment, congress was not wise in pre- 
scribing as a rule by Which the con- 


duct of interstate and international 
commerce is to be governed; that 
every ‘Gombination, whatever its 
form, {in restraint of such commerce | 
and monopolizing or attempting to, 
monopolize such commerce shall be) 
illegal.

Judge McKenna Agreed. 

Justice McKenna, who wrote this 
week’s majority decision in the steel 
trust case, agreed with the majority | 
decision*handed down in the North-, 
ern Securities case, hence the sur-| 
prise expressed by many Wall street. 
people at this week’s decision.

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LONDON IN STATE 


Prevails—Maybe “Revo- 
lution”.

London, March 6.—There is an at- 


thing great, perhaps international. 
Apparently, I have arrived in Eng- 


land at the period of calm that in- 
evitably precedes a storm. On the 
lips I hear it spoken; in the press 


word—*“revolution.” 

“There will be great changes,” an 
old friend tells me. “The old par- 
ties are dead,” says another. Even 
such an old aristocrat as Lord Hal- 
dane says the “future” looks to la 
bor. There is an open, active, cease- 
less campatgn in favor of forma) 
recognition of the soviet gov€rn- 
ment of Russia. People talk ot 
“conscripting capital.” A daily 
newspaper firebrand advocates the 
“swatting” of America. Ten men an: 
one woman argue religion all on: 
Sunday afternoon in Hyde park 
Dance clubs and theaters ar 
crowded and so are the streets—bu: 
in and through it all is the fog o 
suspense. 

This is my first visit to Londor 
since early in the war. I had bee: 
led to believe there had been great 
changes, and there have been, In 
politics, society and religion. Even 
the press has changed. There are 
more houses in exclusive residentia! 
regions for rent because of the 
“servant problem.” Virtually no new 
buildings are being erected. A 
statue to Edith Cavell is about fin- 
ished. Streets are lighted again, but 
they still seem dark. 


Same Reckless Spending. 


There are not many new automo- 
biles. Nothing like the number of 
private Cars pass in the streets that 
one sees in any city in the United 
States. London is not wearing its 
gasoline jewels like Philadélphia or 
Detroit, nor does it display its furs 
as does Minneapolis and St. Louis. 
London looks poor—that is, the 
London outside the hotels and dance 
clubs—but I am told by others who 
have been here longer and who re- 
cently have visited the United 
States that there is the same reck- 
less expenditure everywhere. 

The munitions workers wear furs, 
they say; and three business men I 
met in the last two days told me 
they were trying to economize by 
wearing out their old clothes and 
having their shoes halé-soled. 

Those who have a fair amount of 
money, those who are in business 
and who have their own “labor 
problems,” those who feel the 
change coming, are saving actual 
cash when possible. They are 
neither investing nor indulging in 
luxuries. Their motto seems to be 
to “play safe.” One never can tell 
how many of those citizens there: 
are. 

Then there isa second class of Lon- 
doners. They are the very wealthy 
citizens. who always’ have lived 
and enjoyed life without assuming 
any outside responsibilities. Today 
they are “afraid” - there will be 
“changes.” They fear their wealth 
will be confiscated by the state, in 
some form or other, before long, so 
they are spending it. “Eat? drink 
and be merry,” they say, ‘for to- 
morrow we may be poor.” I do not 
know what per cent of the populaf- 
tion might. include these inhabi- 
tants. Publicly, they act like the 
newly-rich, dnd their number ts le- 
gion. 


Glimpse of the Powerful.

SOME TRADE BALANCES 
AGAINST UNITED STATES 


Washington, March 6.—While the 
United States continued to pile up a 
trade balance against Europe in 
January, South America, Asia, Af- 
rica and Mexico increased their bal- 
ances against this country. 

Figures made public today by the 
department of commerce show that 
for the month imports from the 
South American republics, Asia, 
Africa and Mexico exceeded exports 
to those countries by $220,437,983, 
increasing the total balance for the 
seven months of the fiscal year 
ending with January to $665,156,801. 

Brazil and Cuba had the largest 
individual trade balances against 
the United States for January- of 
about $15,000,000 each, while Argen- 
tina and Japan had approximately 
$7,000,000 each and Mexico about 
$6,000,000. 


The trade balance against Europe 
in January increased $356,155,889, 
making the total for the seven 
months $2,255,840,915. Switzerland 
alone of all the European countries 
held a balance against the United 
States for the month, imports from 
that country amounting to approxi- 
mately $5,500,000 and exports to it 
totaling only about $3,000,000. 

The heaviest trade balance again 
was against the United Kingdom, 
which imported $214,089,829 worth 
of American goods while it sent 
this country only $50,183,282 worth 
of exports. France's exports to the 
United States totaled $14,980,804, 
while it received $77,758,121. Italy 
shipped to the United States goods 
valued at $9,941,725 and received 
goods valued at $39,619,653. 

Canada continued a debtor, re- 
ceiving goods valued at $72,857,056 
while exporting to the United States 
$43.050.988 worth of commodities.

“Rabe” Ruth’s batting record last 
year has been productive qf lots of 
talk, and has given birth to a large 
amount of gush 
about his great 
worth to any 
baseball team, 
and it can’t be 
denied that the 
mighty swat- 
smith was 
worth his 
weight in gold 
to Harry Fra- 
zee's Boston 
Red Sox dur- 
ing the 1919 
season. 

Frem first to 
lastin’19 Ruth 
rang up 103: 
runs hiself, 29 
of that 103 
making his 
home-run rec- 
ord. He was 
the anly player 
in the American league to _ score 
more than 100 runs. During the sea- 
son he drove in 112 runs by other 
players with his big stick, making 
him responsible for 215 of Boston's 
564 runs for the playing season—a 
percentage of .385 for Ruth. 

Those figures look big. and they 
are big, as baseball is written. 

But they have been betaen, not 
once, but a half dozen times, and 
that, too, in a season longer than the 
"19 by 14 games. 

Ty Cobb, Georgia’s own, has hung 
up a record since he joined the Jen- 
nings crew at Detroit that makes 
“Babe” Ruth look like a piker. And 
then, Cobb has come right back the 
next year, and while he failed to 
come up to his star year, has prak- 
tically repeated. It’s in run-getting 


| and in driving in runs that Cobb has 


shown up the Baltimore boy. Not in 
home-run hits, for no player before 
Ruth’s time has ever fluked twenty- 
nine circugt drives in a season. 
Cobb’s greatest feat with the bat 
was in 1911, the year he made his 
highest batting average, .420. That 
year Cobb batted in 144 games, 
against Ruth’s 112 for last year. The 


| same season he crossed the plate 147 
| times—44 more than Ruth’s 103 last 


year—apart from the 144 life-savers 
for men on base ahead of him— 


| making him responsible for 291 runs 


Detroit’s total for the year. 
In 1911 Cobb played in fourteen 
more games than Ruth worked last 
year. Still Cobb, with his 291 runs, 
against Ruth’s 215, gid not get as 
hith a percentage 1911 as Ruth 
did last year. Detroit piled up, all 
told, 831 runs in 1911, and that made 
Cobp’s 291, .361 per cent against 
Ruth's .385 per cent last year. 

In 1907, as far as records go on 
“batted-in” averages, Cobb, of the 
Detroits, led the American league 
with 116 runners batted in. In 1908, 
1909 and 1911, his best year, Cobb 
repeated in the lead by batting in 
101, 105 and 144 runs, in the order 
named. Last year, when Ruth was 
going his best, the Georgian was

Ruth, so the story goes, “was an 
orphan, without a friend or relative, 
and the institute provided a wel- 
come haven. The records tell us 
that Ruth attended Mount St. Jo- 
seph's college, of Baltimore, but he 
never went to that or any other 
collegiate institution. He did not 
even complete his grammar school 
education, but that handicap does 
not show in his hitting. 

“On the St. Mary’s baseball team 
Ruth soon began to attract atten- 
tian as a/pitcher, and before long 
he came under the eagle eye of 
Jack Dunn, manager and owner of 
the Baltimore club of the Interna- 
tional league. Dunn was quick to 
recognize the diamond in the routh 
and he applied to the superintena- 
ent of the school to permit Ruth 
to join the Orioles. This permission 
was granted only after Dunn had 
papers Whereby he becaree 
Ruth’s guardian, As a pitcher with 
Baltimore Ruth was a big success, 
Soon came the cherished opportv- 
nity to play in the big leagues 
Dunn, pressed for money, placed 
Ernie Shore, Ruth and Egan, a 
catcher, on the market. The Boston 
Americans purchased them fora 
sum reported to have been $15,000. 
Thus was Kuth’s major league ca- 
reer started. Fora short time Ruth 
went back to Providence, the Red 
Sox farm, but after eighteen days he 
was back again in a Boston uniform, 
making a reputation as a great 
piteher and the hardest hitter among 
the flingers. Now we find Ruth a 
Yankee outfielder. The investment 
of the Boston club in 1914, made 
under the ownership of Joe Lannin, 
certainly has proved a paying one, 
for the Yankees gave “something 
like $15,000 for Shore last year and 
now $125,000 for Ruth.”

Jem Belcher defeated Bob Britton 
in thirty-three minutes at Hanham, 
Eng., on this day in 1798. This was 
the first ring battle of Jem Belcher, 
afterward champion and perhaps 
the greatest pugilist England ever 
had. Jem was then oly 16 years 
old, while Britton was a veteran 
and a famous pugilist. Belcher had 
been engaged in an impromptu bout 
with a youngster of his own age, 
and had all the best of it, when 
Britton interfered, as the beaten laa 
was a brother of his sweetheart. 
Angered by Bob’s action, the young- 
ster challenged Bob to meet him in 
the ring. Britton was at first amu§s- 
ed, but Jem was so much in earnesr 
that Bob agreed to give the lad ‘a 
bellyful o’ fightin’.” Vastly to the 
surprise of everybody, Belcher show- 
ed himself more than a match for 
the old ring general, and gave him 
a thorough lacing. By his victory, 
Jem became famous, and graduated 
from a butcher’s boy into a profes- 
sional pugilist.

A little more 
than six months after the laying of 
its cornerstone the executive com- 
mittee of the seventh Olym- 
piad invited the newspaper corres- 
pondents to visit the stadium, which 
is practically completed. 

_ Situated at the gates of Antwerp, 
just outside the fortifications, in 
the little suburb of Beerschot-Kie}l, 
early accessible from the city, the 
stadium covers an area of some 10 
square acres. The principal en- 
trance is Situated at the southwest 
angle. On 
umental entrance the athletes’ dress- 
ing rooms, shower-baths, are be- 
ing erected. At the northeast an- 
gle another entrance, surmounted 
by a triumphal arch 60 feet high, 
has been cut through the cement 
structure. Through that gate will 
pass the king of the Belgians, 


Prince Leopold and other members | 


of the royal family of Belgium when 
they choose to honor the games 
with their presence. 

On the summit of the triumphal 
arch, above the latter entrance, will 
be a vast platform, whence buglers, 
trumpeters and heralds will announce 
to the attendance the arrival of 
the competitors of the road races 
as they enter the stadium for the 
final turn around the track. 

An enormous blackboard facing 
inside the stadium will be hung 
down from the top of-the triumphal 
arch, whereupon will be recorded 
by electrical apparatus the results 
of various competitions being con- 
tested. 

On either side of the stadium is 
a row of box-stalls, 48 in all, each 
accommodating eight spectators.

Baseball Meeting 


By Al Spink. 

All sorts of baseball players, 
Managers and followers of the game 
attended the recent meeting of the 
major league at the Congress ho- 
te] in Chicago the other day. 

At the.same time that the major 
leagues were meeting the American 
association was holding a meeting 
at the Sherman house in Chicago, 
and many managers from that body, 
@s well as men representing many 


of the minor leagues, visited with 
the majors. 

Joe Cantillon, one of the original 
Organizers of the present American 
association, was one of the visitors 
to the Congress, and he told of how 
the American association was or- 
ganized in the winter of 1901-02, 
and opened its first season in the 
Spring of 1902, with teams in Colum- 
bus, Milwaukee, Toledo, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville. The circuit 
has remained unchanged to) this 
date, and bids fair to remain the 
Same for many seasons to come. 

The association operated as an in- 
Gependent organization in A902. It 
was paralleled in two cities—Mil- 
Waukee and Kansas City—i 902 
and 1903 by the Western league, 
and a bitter struggle for supremacy 
developed. At the close ef the lat- 
ter year, however, the \ Western 
league formed a six-club cuit, 
which coptinued for several seasons. 

The iginal American associa- 
tion circuit included Omaha, but 
early in 1902, before the season 
opened, the owners of the Omaha 
franchise deserted to the Western 
league. This defection of the Oma- 
ha people forced the American as- 
sociation promoters to cast abour 
for an eighth city to complete the 
circuit. This was no easy task. 

Baseball at this time did not ap- 

peal to men with money, or to the 
players as it does today. and the 
Prospect for financial rewerd for 
those wko took an active part in 
promoting the sport was not so 
alluring as it is now. Baseball fran- 
chises practically went begging in 
the early days. When it looked as 
the association would be badly off 
for an eighth member, George Te- 
beau, who held the association 
-franchise in Kansas City, where he 
Was opposed by the Western league, 
consented to take the Louisville 
franchise, and he took it and made 
a winner of it. 
_ Hugh Duffy, who played on the 
,fhampion Boston team, was another 
well-known minor leaguer at the 
meeting, and he talked of the old 
days in Boston with his old friend 
Comiskey, whose club Hugh had 
Managed a few years ago. 

In Boston, when Duffy played 
there, the left field fence backed 
on a railroad track. As a con- 
sequence a lot of empty tin cans 
and other debris were often found 
about the bottom of the fence. 

Cleveland was playing the Boston 
nine. Jim McAleer came to bat bat 
for the Ohio city. He knocked a 
long liner to left field, and the ball 
rolled under the fence and straight 
into an empty tomato can. 

Duffy was fielding the left garden 
for the Bean Eaters. He grabbed 
the can wildly and tried to dig the 
ball out. 

Meanwhile, McAleer was running 
to second. Finally growing des- 
perate, Duffy threw can and all 
over to third base, from which Mc- 
Aleer had just started fer home. 

The third baseman hurried the 
tan inclosing the ball to the catch- 
er, and the latter touched the run- 
ner with it. . 

There was a loud protest. from 
the Cleveland nine, and the umpire 
finally decided that McAleer was 
safe and the run must count, be- 
rause the rules provide that the 
apd must be touched with the 
all.

THE CHAIN QUESTION 


Some Points in Favor of the 
Creeper Type Chains. 


There are two main facts regard- 
ing skidding that are apparent to 
anyone who drives. Oneis that a car 
skidding sideways on the rear 
wheel slides over the smooth sur- 
face to a point where the surface 
is rougher and the tires begin to 
take hold. The skid, however, does 
not stop immediately at the first 
rough spot, but due to momentum 
and the weight of the car grinds the 
rubber over the rough spot a cer- 
tain distance, which has the effect 
of a rasp being used on the tires. 
This is particularly the case when 
the wheels are locked. 

It is a well-known engineering 
fact that railway cars with steel 
wheels running even on a glassy- 
surface rail will, if the wheels 
should be suddenly braked while the 
train is in motion, flatten a spot on 
that steel wheel in a short time, so 
much so that the eventual pounding 
of this abrasion Will eventually split 
the. steel wheel. It is easy to im- 
agine the effect of a rubber tire 
under the same action on a road 
surface, when the car is braked sud- 
denly when traveling in a forward 
direction. The wheels lock instant- 
ly but the momentum and weight of 
the car drag the hot rubber along 
on one spot on the rear wheels. The 
placing of a hand on this spot im- 
mediately after will convince one 
that this does not need to occur 
often te materially hurt the tire. 
With chain equipment and common- 
sense driving the car cannot even 
start to skid, and this. grinding of 
the tires is impossible, whether the 
pavement is slippery asphalt or ice. 

Point two in favor of chains is 
that the forward action of a car un- 
der wet or slippery conditions pro- 
duces a similar grind around the 
whole surface of the tire when the 
wheels without chains spin in try- 
ing for traction for a starting po- 


The main point to be remembered 
is that the “creeping type” of chains 
not only donot injure tires, but are 
actual protectors under conditions 
where skids and slides are to be 
expected.

Battery ‘Solution 
Should Cover the 
Plates at All Times 


Ifa battery is allowed to go for 
any length of time without having 
the plates fully covered with the 
electrolyte (water and aci@) its use- 
fulness will be impaired seriously, 
if it is not entirely ruined,” said 
E. €. Andrews, of the Vesta Bat- 
tery service station, 12 West Peach- 


tree street. 

The reason for this, according to 
Mr. Andrews, is the formation of 
sulphate of lead on the plates when 
left exposed to the air. This sul- 
Pphate.of lead is a non-conductor 
of electricity and acts as insulator 
to prevent the flow of current. 

If the acid is allowed to get low 
in the battery so that only part of 
the plate is covered the remainder 


soon becomes coated so that.when j 


the battery is filled, it does not 
function as powerfully as before. 

Where the coating is not too 
heavy a long, slow charge will dia 
solve it and save the battery. A 
heavy rate of charge would cause 
overhauling and ruin the battery 

Some car owners cannot under-- 
stand why it sometimes takes four 
or five days to charge a battery. 
Heavy sulphation is the reason. The 
motorist should not complain if it 
takes longer than he expected to 
get the battery in shape, for the 
service man is having to work just 
that much harder to save the bat- 
tery. 

Mr. Andrews says the Vesta sta- 
tion is always ready to fill your 
battery with distilled water free of 
charge, no matter what make it 
is. This little: attention will oft- 
en save needless expense and delay 
due to injured batteries.

Two hundred thousand men) 
was the maximum strength named | 
here, but the British Russian policy 
is so thoroughly confused that the 
talk no sooner takes.shape in the 
newspapers than “semi - official 
sources” promptly deny it. 

Back of this wedge across the 
Caucasian bridge, the Turkish Na-| 
tionalists under Mustapha Kemel 
Pasha, former commander of tie 
Turkish Third Army Corps and a 
Turkish war hero by reason of his 
stubborn defense at the Dardanelles, 
are increasing in strength. 

Recent reports from Aleppo, the 
farthest north town of the Arab 
Jands below the Taurus Mountains, 
stated that Mustapha’s forces were 
clesing in on it, and the ‘Ramadan 
Shalash movement against the Brit- 
ish in Mesopotamia is known to have 
Turkish Nationalist conneetions. 
Both developments indicate a grow- 
ing understanding between the 
Turks and the Arabs, the Turks in- 
flamed by the presence of the Greeks 
in Smyrna and the prospect of the 
return of the ‘Armsnians to eastern 
Anatolia, and the Arabs inflamed by 
the presence of the French in Syria 
and the British in Mesopotamia. 
The Arabs have long been bitter 
enemies of the Turks and afforded 
vaiuable aid to the British in driving 
the Turk from the Suez Canal and 
back behind the Taurus Mountains. 

The same significance lies back of 
bolshevist intrigue among the Turkg 
in Asia Minor. tussia and Turkey 
have been traditional enemies ever 
since Russian eyes turned toward 
Constantinople. Now that both are 
down and out, however, they have 
made common cause against the 
Allies and were it not for the Allied 
wedge across the Caucasus, bol- 
shevist military leadership would 
command an inexhaustible reser- 
voir of Turkish and Arab man-pow- 
er, rising against the Allies all the 
way from the Caucasus to Egypt. 


Situation in Persia. 


The situation with respect to Per- 
sia is a similar one. Little news 
has come out of Persia since e 
Anglo-Persian treaty, of August ‘9, 
1919 was announced. The Anglo- 
Persian treaty, by. which Britain 
takes over the old Russian sph 2; 
of influence in northern Persia has 
not been approved by the Persian 
parliament. ; 

Bolshevist propaganda has already 
been busy in Persia for some time, 
and the bolshevist reach toward 
the Caucasus en route to Persia re- 
vives an old interesting policy of 
(‘zarist Russia. In the alleged will 
of Peter the Great, the first of the 
modern Russian imperialists says: 
“Bear in mind that the commerce of 
India is the commerce of the world, 
and that he who can exclusively 
eceommand it is dictator of Europe. 
No occasion should therefore be lost 
to provoke war with Persia, to 
hasten its decay, and to advance on 
the Persian Gulf.” 

The old Russian policy in Persia 
was directed at the creation of a 
Second Viadivostock on the Persian 
Gulf, designed to free Russia from 
her Black Sea jail and from the 
Suez Canal, to sever the British 
overland route to India and to take 
British sea routes to India in the 
flank. It is a polfcy to which the 
Tussian railway from Tiflis to Ta- 
briz in Persia, and the course of the 
Russian Trans-Caspian Railway 
from Krasnovodsk on the Caspian 
down behind the north Persian fron- 
tier, stand as monuments. For Brit- 
ish to consent to such a move ‘on 
the part of Russia, would be suicidal, 
and one of the terms on which Brit- 
ish aid was granted to Denikin, 
Yudenitch and Koltchak was that 
the Ainglo-Persian treaty should be 
recognized by the new Russian 
Government which the three were 
to have set up. Dangerous as the 
old Russian poliev was to Britishh 
interests in Persia, its revival in 
boishevist hands is even more dan- 
gRerous. 

It is for the vast stake of Turkey, 
Svria, Mesopotamia and Persia that 
the bolshevists are playing in the 
Caucasus. It is for the winning of 
the same stake that the British have 
given de facto recognition to the 
governments of the Georgian, Azer- 
baijan and Armenian republics, and 
have thrown a wedge across the 
Caucasus in front°of the advancing 


bolshevists. \

Count von Bernstorff said he had 
warned against any attempt to 
achieve a revision of the treaty 
through negotiations with individ- 
ual entente powers, Such a pro- 
cedure he characterized as a “dan- 
gerous illusion,” which was calcu- 
lated to expose Germany to the 
charge that she was intriguing. 
“In punishing Germany,” he said, 
“the entente forgot to take cogni- 
zance of the economic conditions of 
the world at large. The vanquished 
are unable to pay the war costs of 
the victors: the whole world, with 
the exception of the United States 
is bankrupt.” *

entente that she was unable to meet 
the treaty’s conditions unless given

WITHIN 2 YEARS 


Spain Also Saw Fifty 
Ministerial Changes, All 


Due to the “Consultative 
Committee.” 


Madrid, March 6.—Spain has had 
not less than eight new govern- 


ments * with fifty ministerial 


changes in less than two years. Last 
year alone saw four changes in 


cabinets with forty-four ministerial 
changes. Virtually every one of 


these changes was due to the mili- 
tary juntas, or as they are called 
“consultative committees.” 

These juntas were originally 
formed to fight favoritism and in- 
justice in the army, the chief griev- 
ance of the members being that 
places on the general staff were al- 
lotted to favorites of the govern- 
ment of the day. One of the first ac- 
tions of the juntas, which are pre- 
sided over by the colonels, the high- 
est ranking officers who are al- 
lowed to join, was ta decide that 
none of the members should allow 
their names to be placed in nomina- 
tion for places on the general staff. 

23 Officers Refused. 

The result would have been that 
after the deaths or retirement of 
the present members there would 
be no officers to form the staff. But 
twenty-three officers refused to be 
bound by this decision, with the re- 
sult that they were hailed before 
courts of honor and their resigna- 
tions from the army insistéd upon. 
Governments, under pressure from 
liberal, socialist and other progres- 
sive elements in the cortes, have 
promised to revoke these decisions 
of the courts of honor, but found it 
difficult to do so, for the juntas 
threatened to withdraw their sup- 
port from the government, in other 
words, should an emergency arise 
such as a revolution or social war 
the army;-would be leaderless. 

Thus tke juntas became a politi- 
ca] force’ which opposed radical 
legislation and otherwise interfered 
in affairs of state. They are really 
a great fraternal society, the mem- 
bers of which accept orders only 
from the presiding colenels in all 
affairs of the ramy, ignoring those 
of king, generals and government. 

To Dissolve Juntas. 

To dissolve these juntas the cor- 
tes must pass a bill to repeal the 
act which fegalized them, and the 
moment that is done every infantry 
officer who obeys the orders of his 
junta must resign from the army. 

Sooner or later the new cabinet 
must face a debate on the “military 
question.” This has, since the in- 
tervention of the juntas in politics, 
each time Jed to the downfall of the 
ministry. :
